I hope this article is just the start of some 
serious investigations and conversations. It is 
time for the city to step up if [it’s] truly wanting 
to be seen as a city that prides itself as having 
strong environmental ethics.

CASH-STRAPPED IN AUSTIN A new report 

from United Way’s ALICE Project found that a third 
of households in Travis County struggle to make 
ends meet. In Austin, that figure was even higher, 
reaching 42% (or nearly 140,000 households). The 
report shows it costs about $66,000 a year to raise 
a family of four in Travis County, versus the lower 
statewide average of $53,000 a year. 


RALLY AGAINST CHOICE Hundreds gathered 

at the Capitol last Saturday, Jan. 26, to support 
anti-choice bills this legislative session. The annual 
Texas Rally for Life featured speakers including 
freshman U.S. Rep. Chip Roy, R-Austin, and Texas 
Land Commissioner George P. Bush, whose job has 
nothing to do with women’s health. Pro-choice 
women in Handmaid’s Tale garb counter-protested 
the event. Roy’s former boss, U.S. Sen. Ted Cruz, 
skipped this year’s rally but visited the Capitol earli¬ 
er in the week to stump for “school choice.”

Council agenda would approve Austin’s participa¬ 
tion in TxDOT’s Oak Hill Expressway project, to the 
tune of $3.3 million in right-of-way funds for the 
nearly $500 million reconstruction of the “Y” junc¬ 
tion of U.S. 290 and SH 71. Local opponents and 
environmental groups say the approved design 
threatens the community and the environment, 
and are seeking a delay for more consideration.

Eckhardt declined to 
name any potential members of the group, which 
hopes to mend divisions that have been growing 
between advocates, law enforcement, and the 
District Attorney’s Office as all parties aim to best 
serve survivors of sexual assault.

children have been separated from their families by 
the Trump administration’s border policies?

How to Suppress the Vote 

WITH ITS LATEST LIES, TEXAS GOP REMINDS US: THIS IS ALL THEY’VE GOT 


I’m old enough to remember when the 
Capitol was a more welcoming place, physi¬ 
cally and politically That was before the tri- 
umphalist gun culture necessitated mechani¬ 
cal bollards on the roadways 
and metal detectors at every 
entryway, and before Tom 
“The Hammer” DeLay fol¬ 
lowed Newt “Contract With 
America” Gingrich to make 
Texas hostile to bipartisan 
government. For the last 20 
years, one-party GOP rule has 
aggravated structural crises in 
health care, education, the 
environment, etc., while polar¬ 
izing the political climate that 
might otherwise generate rational solutions. 

That’s not to say the Nineties were any 
legislative paradise, but it was still possi¬ 
ble to make progress. Recall, for example, 
Glen Maxey’s successful leadership on the 
passage of the Children’s Health Insurance 


Program. Instead, virtually all of the 
minority’s energy is now spent stopping 
bad bills (another Maxey specialty) like the 
biennial constriction of reproductive 
health care or last session’s 
bogus bathroom hysteria. 

November’s midterm 
results promise some return 
to sanity, and early discus¬ 
sions suggest at least the 
return of essential conversa¬ 
tions to the Capitol - move¬ 
ment on public school 
finance, for example, or on 
the need to expand Medicaid 
in the state with the highest 
number of people who need 
it. Whether any of this will go from cloak¬ 
room conversations to actual floor votes 
remains to be seen - and might wait yet 
another two years. 

Republicans can also read election 
results, of course, and their responses to 


the midterms have included both pacific 
gestures (Dennis Bonnen) and Trumpist 
disdain (Dan Patrick). The latter’s insis¬ 
tence on enabling his lobbyist sustainers, 
Empower Texans, to masquerade as media 
on the Senate floor reflects their actual 
role as enforcers of hard-right orthodoxy 
among Republicans. 

MASSAGING THE NUMBERS 

That orthodoxy was also proclaimed and 
praised with Texas Secretary of State David 
Whitley’s release of data suggesting that 
95,000 “non-citizens” may have registered 
as voters, 58,000 of whom might have been 
voting in elections since 1996 (in that 
22-year context, an already diminishing 
return on an extremely dubious number). 
After pushback from reporters (notably at 
The Texas Tribune) and county election 
officials and an instant lawsuit by the 
League of United Latin American Citizens

(LULAC), Whitley began backpedaling. By 
the time you read this, the entire list may 
have disappeared in a cloud of bureaucrat¬ 
ic smoke. (For more coverage of this non¬ 
sense, see p.12.) 

This vote-suppressing gambit was 
employed earlier in Florida, where a list of 
voting “non-citizens” that originally num¬ 
bered 180,000 was eventually winnowed to 
all of 85 - but not before 2,600 actually 
eligible voters had been kicked off the 
rolls, with uncounted others preemptively 
discouraged from voting altogether. In 
Texas, at least one county (Galveston) had 
already begun notifying people that they 
would need to “verify” their citizenship 
before Whitley warned that the list was, in 
fact, unreliable. 

Even initially, state officials acknowl¬ 
edged the list was compiled from “WEAK” 
(their emphasis) name matches - that is to 
say, one registered “John Smith” or “Maria 
Garcia” might not actually be the same 
person as another. Perhaps we should be 
pleased that the list is rather shorter than 
those trumpeted by right-wing fringe 
groups (and Austin’s own Laura Pressley), 
which claim that “more than 280,000 non¬ 
citizens in Texas are registered to vote, 
with another 4,000,000 registered voters in 
question.” They have been demanding that 
the state “release the data” - and, appar¬ 
ently, Whitley has now provided his official 
response, with echoing statements from 
the governor and attorney general. 

THE ART OF SELF-DEFENSE 

The final, actual tally of names on 
Whitley’s list will hardly matter; the epi¬ 
sode has already done its work, with 
nationwide publicity describing “thou¬ 
sands of illegal voters” in Texas and, inevi¬ 
tably, Fox News as well as President Trump 
himself repeating the literal fake news as 
gospel of a piece with Trump’s persistent 
lies about 2016 vote totals, migrant crimi¬ 
nals, and fantastical numbers of undocu¬ 
mented immigrants. The Big Lie will be 
repeated and amplified in the conservative 
media bubble, and a hard-line core of GOP 
voters will remain convinced that millions 
of noncitizens are on the voting rolls, sup¬ 
porting Democrats. 

Perhaps it’s small comfort to remember 
that this is all they’ve got - that without 
extreme gerrymandering and aggressive 
voter suppression, the Republican hege¬ 
mony cannot be maintained, either in 
Texas or nationwide. That’s why they’re 
also trying to weaponize the census with 
questions about citizenship, in hopes of 
reducing the residency count in 
Democratic regions. 

The next big battle is November 2020, 
and beyond that, redistricting - with the 
latter heavily dependent on the former. 
Expect the Lege to consider bills that use 
this latest folly to reinforce voter ID laws 
and reduce 2020 turnout. Thanks to LULAC 
and similar organizations, as well as dili¬ 
gent reporters, we’re not without defenses. 
In the end, the best weapon remains the 
vote - they can’t stop all of us. ■

SAFE TACKLES WORK MISCONDUCT 

SAFE, Austin’s large nonprofit working to end sexual 
violence, abuse, and harassment, launched its latest initia¬ 
tive to tackle sexual harassment in the workplace on 
Tuesday, Jan. 29. Dubbed the “SAFE Institute,” the pro¬ 
gram provides custom trainings, consultants, and resources 
to organizations big and small in an effort to create “zero- 
violence environments” both in the office and out in the 
community. Local businesses such as Alamo Drafthouse 
(see “A Broken Trust at the Alamo Drafthouse,” March 2, 
2018), L’oca d’oro, Texas Campaign for the Environment, 
and the Texas Roller Derby have already received the 
training, according to the press release. 

The Institute, with its flagship program “BASE 
Training” - a two-hour interactive session on identifying, 
preventing, and responding to sexual harassment, led 
by SAFE consultants - doesn’t currently have a physical 
location. Instead, SAFE’S co-CEO Kelly White explained 
via email, the trainings happen in person - “at your place 
or ours.” (Additional resources are available online at 
www.safeinstitute.org.) 

As the flagship program, BASE “distills the expertise 
of SAFE’S consultants” into trainings tailored to individu¬ 
al work environments, and combines group activities, 
videos, and real-life scenarios to help build a “respectful 
and safe environment,” said White. The Institute also 
offers additional programming - including one to pro¬ 
mote healthy, violence-free relationships for children 
and teenagers. But White said SAFE was “compelled” to 
make BASE the flagship in light of the #MeToo move¬ 
ment, noting that workplace abuse is where “we’ve seen 
the highest demand.” White, who called this new venture 
an “exciting step” for the nonprofit, anticipates the ini¬ 
tiative having a “tremendous impact on the overall cul¬ 
ture of our city, especially as our business community 
grows rapidly.” - Sarah Marloff 


THE SCOOTERS ARE NOT 
FOR CRIMES 

Fans of criminal ineptitude the world over 
(literally; this story got picked up in Poland) 
chortled last Thursday as an Austin teen was 
arrested for bank robbery after fleeing the 
scene of the heist on an electric scooter. Not 
immediately, though; it took Austin Police 
investigators a month to track down 19-year- 
old Luca Nangiarano after he allegedly pro¬ 
duced a note demanding “all your 100’s and 
50’s in an envelope” at the BBVA Compass 
branch at Sixth and Guadalupe on Dec. 18. 

A bank employee saw a man resembling 
the suspect departing the area on an 
e-scooter (on the sidewalk); APD was able to 
obtain surveillance video that identified the 
device as a Jump scooter, Uber’s dockless 
mobility brand. The ride-hailing titan has a 
team of retired cops that works directly with 
local police; upon receiving a warrant, they 
identified the specific trip via GPS records 
and turned over Mangiarano’s account info. 

Video captured later at the teen’s apartment 
matched the bank footage, and his cell phone 
data also placed him near the branch at the 
time of the heist. 

It’s not a best practice to use third-party devices and apps that track one’s location in the commission of 
one’s crimes, but the detective work involved in cracking the Mangiarano case paired the data mining with 
more old-fashioned criminological techniques. Without an eyewitness and video, Mangiarano’s fateful and 
ill-advised scooter ride wouldn’t have been discernible from the literally thousands of such trips (according 
to the Austin Transportation Department’s dockless-mobility open data portal) originating near Sixth 
and Guadalupe on Dec. 18 alone. “This was a learning experience for me and the robbery unit,” APD 
Detective Jason Chiappardi told The Washington Post. “We had never had a scooter involved in a robbery.” 
Austin’s not alone, though; the Post reports that Bird and Lime devices have been involved in theft cases 
in Baltimore, Indianapolis, and St. Louis, none yet resulting in an arrest. - Mike Clark-Madison

ONGOING 
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HIGHER-ED COMMISSIONER RETIRES 

After 15 years as the state’s commissioner of high¬ 
er education, Raymund Paredes announced last 
week that he will step down from his post. “I just had 
a feeling that it’s time to go,” Paredes 
said early on in the quarterly meeting 
of the Texas Higher Education 
Coordinating Board on Jan. 24. “You 
know it’s getting close to the end 
when you talk to members of the 
Legislature and they all know the 
punch line to your jokes,” Paredes said 
to laughs. 

Paredes will remain commissioner 
until Aug. 31, so he can help guide the 
Coordinating Board - an agency that, 
as the name suggests, supports the state’s public 
higher-ed system, from community colleges up 
through medical schools - through the 86th legisla¬ 
tive session. Board Chair Stuart Stedman will lead 
the search for Paredes’ replacement. At the same 


meeting, Stedman praised Paredes’ service as an 
advocate for the state’s college students - especial¬ 
ly those from low-income families. “We have certain 
designated powers, but they’re limited. But when 
the coordinating board speaks, the 
public listens, and that’s all thanks to 
Commissioner Raymund Paredes,” 
Stedman said. Under Paredes, the 
agency has taken the lead promoting 
and helping Texans access higher ed; 
its 60x30TX strategic plan calls for 
60% of the state’s 25-34 age group to 
have completed postsecondary educa¬ 
tion by 2030. 

Paredes stressed that he isn’t retiring, 
and he isn’t going anywhere: “I’m a 
born-again Texan, and I plan to stay here,” he said. 
(Paredes was born and raised in El Paso, but spent over 
four decades as a professor and administrator at UCLA.) 
He doesn’t have concrete plans yet, but hopes to 
remain involved in higher education. - Austin Sanders

City Council returns to the dais today, 
Thursday, Jan. 31. It’ll be interesting to 
study new members Paige Ellis and 
Natasha Harper-Madison and their respec¬ 
tive idiosyncrasies, though how anyone 
could top Harper-Madison’s D1 predecessor 
Ora Houston in the idiosyncrasy depart¬ 
ment is beyond me. There’ll also be a new 
dynamic at play with newly elevated Mayor 
Pro Tern Delia Garza as the theoretical 
second-in-command, though former MPT 
Kathie Tovo remains on her ideological 
perch as chief representative for neighbor¬ 
hood interests after graciously turning her 
title over to Garza on Jan 6. 

The star attraction of the 79-Item agenda 
is CM Alison Alter’s resolution requesting 
a third-party audit of the Austin Police 
Department’s handling of sexual assault 
cases, in the wake of unflattering national 
headlines and a concerning review by the 
Texas Department of Public Safety (for 
more on that continuing story, see online). 
But it will also be an important meeting on 
the topic of homelessness - identified last 
year as Council’s No. 1 priority - as mem¬ 
bers consider a new contract with non¬ 
profit Front Steps to operate the Austin 
Resource Center for the Homeless, as well 
as a separate resolution directing the city 
manager to work on expanding Austin’s 
shelter capacity. 

This work on homelessness comes at a 
dire time for Austin, as the percentage of 
our population sleeping on the street on 
any given night continues to climb (a 5% 
jump between 2017 and 2018; the 2019 
“point in time” count spearheaded by the 
Ending Community Homelessness 
Coalition took place early last Saturday, 
Jan. 26). Front Steps, which currently runs 


ARCH, was one of only two contractors to 
apply last fall for the new contract after 
Council recalibrated its vision and expecta¬ 
tions for the facility. Among the most mon¬ 
umental changes: All ARCH clients will 
receive case management services from 
now on, about a 70% increase from current 
operations, in addition to the Coordinated 
Assessment that helps determine appropri¬ 
ate housing interventions and connects cli¬ 
ents to service providers. 

Despite expert warnings last year that 
the $2.7 million the city currently pays 
Front Steps each year wouldn’t be enough 
to deliver this increased level of service, 
the agenda item still offers $13 million for 
five years (including two potential one-year 
extensions). So how is Front Steps going to 
do more with the same? At Tuesday’s work 
session, Council discussed raising the 
ARCH budget $300,000 to help pay its con¬ 
tractors the city’s living wage of $15. 
Ultimately, it’s hoped the shift in focus will 
help Front Steps better manage the ARCH 
workload; ECHO director Ann Howard 
explained that lowering the number of 
beds at the shelter is essential. “Over time 
you’re actually able to serve more people, 
because you create a flow that’s more effi¬ 
cient,” she says. 

As Tovo noted to the Chronicle earlier 
this month (“10-1, Take Two,” Jan. 11), this 
creates a need for new shelter beds, 
throughout the city, that the city is already 
behind schedule on delivering. Under the 
new Front Steps contract, the ARCH will 
have 130 overnight shelter beds, 60 fewer 
than before, and nearly 200 fewer openings 
in its Day Resource Center. Item 78 on 
today’s agenda directs City Manager 
Spencer Cronk to return by May with a 


report outlining the city’s best options for 
piloting immediate shelter beds with sup¬ 
portive services that can help people secure 
permanent housing. Ideally, Council would 
like to see the first of these emergency shel¬ 
ters open by the end of September. 

Y DON’T THEY DO IT IN THE ROAD 

A trio of Items (30-32) regarding the 
Texas Department of Transportation’s 

proposed Y at Oak Hill overhaul is sure to 
cause a stir. The Oak Hill Association of 
Neighborhoods has made an epic stink 
about the project, which the group says 
would “devastate the local environment 
and cause years of construction delays.” 
Council is being asked by TxDOT, the 
Capital Area Metropolitan Planning Organ¬ 
ization, and the city’s own transportation 
department to authorize a $3.3 million pay¬ 
ment, to help purchase right of way, from 
the 2016 Mobility Bond. But OHAN Presi¬ 


dent Cynthia Wilcox said, “We are optimis¬ 
tic that the mayor and City Council will help 
us achieve a better outcome - one that 
TxDOT and CAMPO can be proud of, and 
one that will be an asset to the community 
and model for future projects.” 

Elsewhere on the agenda, Council will 
consider a proposal to use the Texas Ethics 
Commission’s electronic filing system to 
archive campaign finance reports; a reso¬ 
lution directing the city manager to priori¬ 
tize collaboration with Austin ISD on ways 
(such as housing) to use publicly owned 
land (see story below), and a healthy slate of 
zoning cases. That’s really the true test for 
new CMs Ellis and Harper-Madison - how 
will they hold up during hours of zoning 
testimony? We’ll see! 

Coming up next week: The 50-Item Feb. 7 
Council agenda includes approval of 16 
applications for affordable housing tax 
credits. - Nina Hernandez 


AISD and the City: Let’s Work Together! 


Austin City Council is set to approve a resolution at today’s 
meeting to affirm the city’s “support of Austin ISD” and 
direct the city manager to “prioritize collaborative planning” 
with the school district on mutually beneficial uses of publicly 
owned land. The resolution language is vague, and 
one of its sponsors, District 9 CM Kathie Tovo, 
noted to the Chronicle that it would not initiate 
any new work - but both AISD and the city 
hope a renewed commitment will lead to 
projects that could provide housing and 
services to families struggling to make it 
in an increasingly unaffordable Austin. 

AISD Operations Officer Matias Segura 
shed some light on what that “collaborative 
planning” could look like; a new committee 
of AISD and city execs plans to meet biweek¬ 
ly to map out projects for their respective staffs 
to work out. First on the group’s agenda will be a 
needs assessment: reviewing the land assets each 
entity owns and determining which of those properties is best 
suited for meeting community needs. That assessment will 
help guide what types of projects are prioritized - such as 


housing, public libraries co-located inside underutilized 
schools, or parkland accessible to both schools and the 
wider community. “We’re making sure each entity truly 
understands the asset portfolio of the other and how they 
are used to support citizens within the city and 
students within the district,” Segura told us. 
“Everything’s on the table as we move through 
the details of the process, but it’s really 
important that AISD understands what the 
needs are, so we can stress resources 
for those needs.” 

Segura expects the needs assess¬ 
ment to take two to three months and 
hopes to make recommendations to the 
Board of Trustees on potential uses when 
the district’s next facilities master plan 
is due in June. That updated plan is expected 
to account for some school closures - an earlier 
AISD report suggested as many as 12, though 
the district’s Budget Stabilization Task Force has not 
settled on a number. Each closure could save the cash- 
strapped district about $1 million annually, and (in theory) 


shuttered campus properties could be used in the city/ 
district partnership. 

Neither Segura nor Tovo could guarantee that affordable 
housing would result from the partnership, though both said 
the need for it was clear and a priority. The resolution refer¬ 
ences AISD’s declining enrollment; district leaders think one 
way to stem that decline is to create more affordable housing 
for families. “The community has been calling for a long time 
for public entities to use public land for community use,” Tovo 
told us. “My hope and belief in 2019 is to see some of those 
projects move forward.” She noted that some land owned by 
AISD is east of 1-35, a gentrifying part of town where many of 
the district’s underenrolled campuses sit. 

One of the major producers of affordable housing in Austin, 
Foundation Communities Executive Director Walter Moreau, 
shared cautious optimism about the partnership’s potential. 
In 2016, FC responded to AISD’s request for proposals (RFP) 
to redevelop the former Allan Elementary with an ambitious 
plan for affordable housing, but the district opted instead to 
locate its Alternative Learning Center at the site. Moreau 
said the experience left a bad taste in his mouth, but he’s 
still willing to work with AISD on future opportunities. “The 
RFP has to specifically seek proposals for affordable housing. 
As long as the RFP is [just] to sell [to] the highest bidder, 
that makes it harder for us to compete.” - Austin Sanders

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in the country. Beyond that, Whitley made 
no claim that the names on these lists are 
actually noncitizens; rather, they are people 
who, when they obtained a driver’s license 
or ID card, provided the Texas Department 
of Public Safety with documentation (like a 
green card) showing they were not citizens, 
though legal U.S. residents. The state com¬ 
pared those names and Social Security num¬ 
bers with the state voter rolls. So, some if not 
all of these suspect residents could have 
subsequently been naturalized, as some 
50,000 Texans are each year. (Licenses and 
ID cards don’t expire for six years.) Perhaps 
most importantly, these totals don’t refer 
only to the current voter rolls or last election 
cycle; rather, they span more than 20 years 
- encompassing 1996 to 2018. Florida used a 
similar “weak match” methodology to pro¬ 
duce a list of 180,000 potential noncitizen 


registered voters back in 2012; it ended up 
identifying just 85 truly ineligible voters. 

But why let the facts slow down a nice big 
wave of white wingnut panic? Paxton has 
touted prosecuting a negligible number of 
noncitizen voting cases, but it remains a 
virtually nonexistent problem that, when 
spun in the right-wing media vortex, is used 
to bolster the push to tighten voter ID laws 
and restrict access to the ballot box, as well 
as generally rile up the base and harvest its 
money, as the Republican Party of Texas 
did with a fundraising appeal within hours 
of Whitley’s statement. (More on that in this 
week’s “Point Austin,” p.6.) 

On Monday, Jan. 28, civil rights groups 
including the League of Women Voters of 
Texas, Workers Defense Action Fund, 
Texas Organizing Project, ACLU of Texas, 
and Jolt hit back with a letter to Whitley 


demanding he rescind his “advisory” to 
counties, saying the notice amounts to 
“another page straight out of the voter sup¬ 
pression handbook.” The “woefully inade¬ 
quate” investigation risks prompting a 
purge of thousands of eligible Texans from 
the voting rolls, the groups wrote, pointing 
to the Florida case, in which a federal judge 
ruled the effort was “likely to have a dis¬ 
criminatory impact on these new citizens.” 

The coalition also asked local officials in all 
254 counties to take no action until Whitley 
provides more transparency on the SoS meth¬ 
odology and procedures and ensures that law¬ 
fully registered naturalized citizens will not 
be flagged erroneously. “Given the long his¬ 
tory of anti-immigrant policies and 
attempts at voter suppression by 
our Texas officials, we cannot trust 
that this investigation has been 
conducted in a fair and non-dis- 
criminatory manner,” said Andre 
Segura, legal director for the ACLU 
of Texas. “History has shown that 
voter fraud is extremely rare and 
efforts to identify unlawful voting 
en masse have proven to be highly 
inaccurate. Despite President 
Trump’s histrionic and highly inac¬ 
curate statement about voter fraud, each 
county in Texas must now act responsibly so 
that marginalized communities can exercise 
their right to vote without intimidation.” 

The national League of United Latin 
American Citizens ratcheted up the fight 
against Paxton and Whitley Tuesday, Jan. 
29, with a lawsuit claiming the officials seek 
to “intimidate people who are currently 
legitimately registered to vote,” with an 
“election-related witch hunt.” The San 
Antonio-based federal suit asks U.S. District 
Judge Fred Biery to view the attempt as a 
violation the Voting Rights Act. “The pretex- 
tual facade of concern about rampant voter 
fraud provides no cover for the voter intimi¬ 
dation at work here,” the lawsuit reads. With 
egg on its face by Tuesday, the SoS advised 
several counties to remove names it says 
were included on the lists in error. 
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Who’s Frauding Now? 
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TEXAS GOP TEES UP MORE VOTER ID NONSENSE 


When newly appointed Texas Secretary of 
State David Whitley (until recently a top 
aide to Gov. Greg Abbott) released a state¬ 
ment on Friday, Jan. 25, advising counties to 
investigate a list of some 95,000 registered 
voters whose U.S. citizenship was possibly 
in doubt (of whom 58,000 have cast a ballot 
in the past), it ignited a voter-fraud frenzy 
among the usual right-wing suspects. Texas 
Attorney General Ken Paxton tweeted, 
“Voter Fraud Alert: ... Any illegal vote 
deprives Americans of their voice,” and 
President Spray-Tan took to his iPhone to 
assert that “58,000 non-citizens voted in 
Texas. ... These numbers are just the tip of 
the iceberg. All over the country, especially 
in California, voter fraud is rampant. Must 
be stopped. Strong voter ID!” 

Texas already has one of the most strin¬ 
gent (see also: discriminatory) voter ID laws 


Now that state officials have finally removed the historically 
mendacious “Children of the Confederacy Creed’’ plaque that’s 
hung in the Capitol since 1959, they need to figure out what to do 
with it. Apparently, chucking the racist relic in the trash is not one of 
the options. (“False Confederate Capitol Plaque Removed - And It Only 
Took Six Decades!” Jan. 14.) A Jan. 25 hearing of the State Preservation 
Board, which manages the Capitol and the Bullock Museum, offered 
little guidance on next steps. 

Earlier this month, the SPB - which includes Gov. Greg Abbott, Lt. Gov. 
Dan Patrick, and House Speaker Dennis Bonnen - unanimously voted to 
do away with the controversial artifact, after having spent several years 
pretending they might not have the authority to do so. The Big Three 
showed up in person for that five-minute meeting, but then went back 
to dodging the issue and sending proxies last week. About 20 witnesses 
testified at the hearing, most with a bone to pick with the decision to 
remove the plaque, which states that “the War Between the States was 
not a rebellion, nor was its underlying cause to sustain slavery.” (The 
state’s 1861 secession declaration states otherwise.) 

Martha Hartzog with the Texas chapter of the United Daughters of the 
Confederacy asked the SPB to hand the plaque over: “Because this plaque 


was not gifted to the state of Texas, we are 
asking that the plaque be returned to [us], as 
we are the parent organization of Children of the 
Confederacy.” Others warned the plaque removal 
was tantamount to erasing history, the usual 
refrain of the “Heritage-Not-Hate” brigades. “It’s 
part of our history, no matter how you want to 
teach your child or teach future generations from 
it. History isn’t always glorious. It can be ugly 
and violent at times, but it’s still our history,” 
said Brandon Burkhart, president of This Is Texas Freedom Force, a 
nonprofit dedicated to, among other goals, making sure “left-wing 
groups don’t get out of line.” 

Democratic state Rep. Eric Johnson of Dallas, who spearheaded the 
push to remove the plaque, previously told the SPB he’d prefer to see it in 
either a “museum or landfill.” The board is storing the plaque among the 
other artifacts in the Capitol collections for the time being. If you have an 
opinion on where it should go next, you’re in luck; the SPB is taking public 
comment for the next 90 days.

Tuesday, Jan. 29, saw special 
elections to fill two of the three 
vacant seats in the Texas House. 
Democrat Art Fierro, with the 
endorsements of the entire El Paso 
delegation, prevailed with 53% over 
two opponents in the House District 
79 race to replace veteran Rep. 

Joe Pickett, who stepped down 
for health reasons. Across the state, 
Houston’s HD 145, vacated by now-state Sen. Carol Alvarado (who suc¬ 
ceeded now-U.S. Rep. Sylvia Garcia) will go to run-off on a date yet to be 
set; the top two slots in the eight-candidate contest went to Democrats 
Christina Morales and Melissa Noriega, whose ex-husband Rick Noriega 
preceded Alvarado in the seat before his unsuccessful 2008 race against 
U.S. Sen. John Cornyn. The third vacancy, in San Antonio’s HD 125, goes to 
voters Feb. 12; former state Rep. Justin Rodriguez left the seat to become 
a Bexar County commissioner. Five candidates are running in that special, 
most notably former state Rep. Art Reyna and former San Antonio City 
Council Member Ray Lopez. - Mike Clark-Madison, Mary Tuma 


Racist Plaque Needs a Forever Home 
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In Travis County, Voter Registrar Bruce 
Elfant tells us his office is conducting its 
own “thorough” analysis of the 4,547 poten¬ 
tial noncitizens on the SoS list to determine 
its accuracy While taking the matter seri¬ 
ously enough to “trust but verify” the 
claims, Elfant remains skeptical given his 
firsthand experience dealing with errors in 
DPS data. “Some of these allegations of 
massive voter fraud are premature and irre¬ 
sponsible,” said Elfant. “We do not want to 
undermine the integrity of elections before 
we know what the answers are.” 

Elfant says the county is currently lean¬ 
ing against removing voters from the rolls 
immediately if they do not respond to notice 
letters within 30 days, pointing out that 
about 30% of people owed a refund by his 
Tax Office don’t respond to those queries 
even when money’s at stake. Other coun¬ 
ties, including Williamson, Bastrop, and 
Harris, have also declined to take the bait as 
of yet. In a prescient statement, Beth Stev¬ 
ens of the Texas Civil Rights Project 
warned that the “alarming” advisory and 


Paxton’s subsequent “vitriolic” statements 
aim to drum up support for laws during this 
Lege session to make it harder for eligible 
Texans to cast a ballot. 

Sure enough, the next business day, 
Monday, Jan. 28, state Sen. Pat Fallon, 
R-Prosper, filed Senate Bill 482, which 
would require a citizenship verification on 
voter registrations, teeing off a likely messy 
debate under the pink dome, with the GOP 
using the SoS “investigation” as ammo. To 
address the genuine problem of not enough 
people at the Texas polls, some legislators, 
such as state Rep. Celia Israel, D-Austin, 
are working on the flip side to make voting 
more accessible. Israel’s HB 361 would let 
residents register to vote online - Texas is 
one of just 13 states in the country that 
don’t have a system in place. This isn’t the 
first time Israel has filed the bill - in 2015 it 
was left pending in committee, and in 2017 
it never received a hearing, underscoring 
just how truly enthusiastic the GOP is 
about promoting the right to vote.

PRESSLEY’S ZOMBIE COUNCIL FIGHT GETS SNUFFED 


On Friday, Jan. 25, the Texas Supreme 
Court finally - finally - brought an official 
conclusion to the 2014 Austin City Council 
District 4 election, ruling that candidate 
Laura Pressley’s challenge of her defeat 
by Greg Casar is “moot” - that is, over and 
done with - “now that the term in question 
has expired and no exception to the moot¬ 
ness doctrine applies.” By the court’s reason¬ 
ing, Pressley’s case became moot in January 
2017, when Casar’s initial two-year term 
ended (his current four-year term ends in 
2021). The ruling confirmed the identical 
judgments of both the state district court and 
the Third Court of Appeals (“The Never- 
Ending Election Contest,” June 1, 2018). 

Casar released a statement thanking his 
attorneys and the supporters who contribut¬ 
ed to his legal defense, and welcoming the 
confirmation of his 2014 election. “Today, 
the Texas Supreme Court confirmed what 
everyone has known all along: in 2014, 35% 
of District 4 voters cast a ballot for Laura 
Pressley, and 65% of them cast their ballots 
for me. Since 2014, we have dealt with a 
manual recount, Pressley’s lawsuit against 
me, and appearances in front of a trial court, 
the [3rd] Court of Appeals, and the Texas 
Supreme Court. Every step of the way, the 
authorities ruled that Pressley’s attacks 
against Austin’s elections were completely 
without merit.” 

Nevertheless, later on Friday, Pressley 
released her own statement - declaring vic¬ 
tory. “Election Integrity Prevails!” she wrote. 
Omitting any mention of the court’s “moot¬ 
ness” ruling, Pressley celebrated the TSC’s 
decision not to uphold the financial sanc¬ 
tions imposed upon her and her attorney by 
the lower courts for their “frivolous” claims 
(including accusing election officials of 
crimes). Those courts held Pressley’s claims 
were not only without merit, but without 
“more than a mere scintilla of evidence” 


and made in bad faith - thus meriting fines 
in cumulative excess of $150,000. 

The TSC overturned these sanctions with¬ 
out entertaining oral argument - thus evading 
the absurdities displayed in the earlier pro¬ 
ceedings - and held that Pressley’s rejected 
claims were at least potentially factual, and 
thus not “frivolous,” and that the lower courts 
had “abused their discretion.” It’s a self-con¬ 
tradicting argument - if Pressley’s claims had 
potential merit, why didn’t the Supreme Court 
care to hear them? 

A possible explanation can be found in a 
2017 amicus brief filed on Pressley’s behalf 
by Texas Attorney General Ken Paxton. It 
suggested that one of Pressley’s claims - 
that the electronic voting machines widely 
used in Texas might not adequately “number” 
ballots as specified in the Election Code - 
was “worthy of the Court’s review.” (Both the 
Texas Secretary of State and the Texas 
Association of Counties disagreed). The 
court sidestepped that issue, but without the 
more-than-local interest in the case signaled 
by Paxton, it likely would not have accepted 
review at all. 

Meanwhile, Pressley continues her new 
career as a self-described “election security 
technologist,” challenging electronic voting 
across Texas (while fundraising among credu¬ 
lous election skeptics). The Supreme Court 
tossing the sanctions against her provides 
an open invitation to Pressley-like lawsuits, 
based on vague suspicions, outlandish sta¬ 
tistical theories, or simply losing candidates’ 
refusal to acknowledge reality. As Casar’s 
appellate attorney Kurt Kuhn put it, “Hopefully 
future losing candidates will recognize that 
‘not frivolous’ is not a worthwhile aspiration 
justifying a lawsuit, and our courts and elect¬ 
ed officials won’t have to waste even more 
time and resources on lawsuits against the 
candidates ‘who received the most votes.’”

Will Texas patch up TABC before it bursts? 



So, yeah, the Sunset report went there: 

The law sucks, deformed by powerful interests, 
and change is both needed and “opportune.” 


I f ever an agency needed to be scorched 
by the liquid fire of the state’s Sunset 
Act, it’s the Texas Alcoholic Beverage 
Commission. For not just years but genera¬ 
tions, the state’s liquor laws and the agency 
charged with enforcing them have left 
Texans scratching their heads, while their 
elected officials ... do other things with their 
hands, and their pockets, and the industry’s 
money, and beer and wine and spirits. And 
everybody knows it! With Texas’ required 
and oft-admired 12-year cycle of review and 
reform of its state agencies at hand, now’s 
the time to do something about it! Right? 

If not, why not? 

Everybody knows the ancient “three tier” 
system is rigged, with the middle tier of 
distributors - between manufacturers and 
retailers - preserving its power with free 
spending on “advocacy.” And so brewpubs 
can’t sell their own products to go, and 
retailers still have to pay for beer in cash, 83 
years after the adoption of the Liquor 
Control Act in 1935, at the end of Prohibition. 

Everybody also knows the Alcoholic Bev¬ 
erage Code, as the Liquor Control Act was 
renamed in 1977, is a hot mess of special 
pleadings and internal contradictions that 
- like the also-broken Austin land use code 
- confound even wise and capable regula¬ 
tors. One of its unique planks - the only-in- 
Texas prohibition on publicly traded owner¬ 
ship of liquor stores - is unconstitutional, 
according to a federal court ruling in favor 
of Walmart, now under appeal. 

Everybody also knows that TABC regula¬ 
tors aren’t that wise or capable, but pig¬ 
headed over here and spineless over there, 
thoroughly addled by competing influences. 
The Walmart case ostensibly displays state 
favoritism toward its “family owned” pack¬ 
age stores, but the largest of those - Hous¬ 
ton-based Spec’s - itself sued TABC in fed¬ 
eral court last fall (the latest chapter in a 
conflict dating back to 2013) after agency 
auditors saw their effort to put the chain out 
of business utterly collapse. 

Those whose livelihoods are regulated by 
TABC need little prompting to share what 
sticks in their craw. (See some of those sto¬ 
ries on p.16.) Stepping back into the policy 
perspective, neither progressives, nor popu¬ 
lists, nor free-marketeers, nor social conser¬ 
vatives are super-convinced that TABC 
does or can “serve the people of Texas, and 
protect the public health and safety, through 
consistent, fair and timely administration 
of the Alcoholic Beverage Code,” as laid out 
in its mission statement. The agency didn’t 
even have a defined “mission” until it last 
went through Sunset in 2007; now, 12 years 
later, it’s up to the 86th Texas Legislature to 
try to plug up some holes in a system that’s 
close to bursting under pressure. 

“AN OPPORTUNE TINE” 

The Sunset cycle lands TABC in the 
Lege’s lap at a tender time for the agency. 
Right as the Spec’s case fell apart at the 
State Office of Administrative Hearings in 
the spring of 2017, TABC’s top leadership 
got caught grifting (by The Texas Tribune) 
in ways state leaders and legislators (led by 
Rep. Sarah Davis, R-West University Place) 


found stupid and offensive. Though the dol¬ 
lar amounts at issue - for luxury travel to 
conferences, partying with lobbyists, riding 
wild in state-owned vehicles, etc. - were 
relatively small, the sloppiness of it all led 
to the forced retirement of TABC Executive 
Director Sherry Cook, complete with a final 
kick in the ass via a tweet from Gov. Greg 
Abbott: “This is a good start.” Six other 
executives departed within weeks. 

Cook’s replacement, Bentley Nettles, is a 
retired brigadier general in the Texas Army 
National Guard, hired by Abbott’s appoin¬ 
tee to lead the commission, former Army 
Captain Kevin Lilly of Houston. This mili¬ 
tary influence has by all accounts brought 
more discipline to TABC, and once- 
aggrieved stakeholders - including, as 
reported by the Tribune, both the chair of 
the Texas Craft Brewers Guild and the 
president of Spec’s - have welcomed the 
change. “It’s early, but so far they’ve done 
enough” to address lawmakers’ concerns, 


says Sen. Kirk Watson, D-Austin, who 
serves on the Sunset Advisory Commission. 
“The current executive director [Nettles] 
gets a lot of credit for being a very straight 
arrow and somebody you can talk to.” 

Right now, Lilly and San Antonio’s Ida 
Louise “Weisie” Clement Steen are the only 
two TABC commissioners, with one seat 
vacant; Sunset calls for expanding the com¬ 
mission to five members. “That’s a way to 
avoid the consolidation of power,” Watson 
says. It would also help TABC, says the 
Sunset report, to more sensibly and flexibly 
execute its rulemaking authority, rather 
than encrusting the code with oddball provi¬ 
sions that tie up both the agency and the 
industry for years to come. To that end, 
Sunset is recommending an ongoing staff- 
and-stakeholder review to lay the ground¬ 
work for cleaning up and “modernizing” the 
code two years from now. 

As with Austin land use, a more func¬ 
tional regulatory regime over booze in 


Texas would remove absurd pain points for 
the industry, and that makes people nervous. 
The Sunset staff commiserates: “TABC is in 
the precarious position of trying to balance 
its role as a regulator and law enforcement 
agency with the state’s interest in support¬ 
ing a robust alcoholic beverage industry.” 
(“The state’s interest” includes $1.3 billion 
in alcohol tax revenue in 2018, a 6% year-on- 
year increase, plus indirect tax collections, 
job creation, tourism promotion, and brag¬ 
ging rights.) 

“With new leadership in place at TABC, 
this Sunset review comes at an opportune 
time for the Legislature to focus on more 
significant challenges in administering the 
complex labyrinth that is the Texas 
Alcoholic Beverage Code,” the staff report 
continues. “Over the years, the Legislature 
- often in response to powerful industry 
groups seeking to protect their own inter¬ 
ests - has taken a piecemeal approach to 
responding to the evolving industry, carv¬ 
ing out exceptions for various activities and 
creating ever more complicated nuances in 
the law instead of taking a more holistic 
approach to regulating the alcoholic bever¬ 
age industry in Texas.” 

“DEEP SCAR TISSUE” 

So, yeah, Sunset went there - the law 
sucks, deformed by powerful interests, and 
change is both needed and “opportune.” 
Previous Sunset reviews have gone there, 
too: “Much of the current system seems to 
protect the interests of industry segments 
rather than public safety,” the commission 
staff wrote in 2004. In the subsequent ses¬ 
sion, TABC’s Sunset bill got torpedoed; two 
years later, Senate Bill 904 made some 
| worthwhile changes but left the heart of the 
£ system untouched, as had the prior Sunset 
cycle in 1993. 

This go-round, staff made some bigger 
asks, “questioning things that have been 
done for years,” Watson says. “They’d be 
big steps.” Watson’s fellow lawmakers (and 
two public appointees) on the Sunset Com¬ 
mission, led by Chair Sen. Brian Birdwell, 
R-Granbury, and Rep. Chris Paddie, 
R-Marshall, left some of those steps untak¬ 
en. On the hearing-room floor lie efforts to 
shut down the wildly cost-ineffective collec¬ 
tion of alcohol import fees at the border 
(punted, instead, to a study) and to finally 
ditch the “cash law” rules for wholesale 
beer in favor of the still-strict “credit law” 
used in other inter-tier transactions. (A sin¬ 
gle violation of the credit law, over an $800 
invoice, was the only charge against Spec’s 
to survive the TABC’s audit debacle; the 
chain got off with a warning, as opposed to 
the more than $700 million in potential 
fines the agency had sought.) 

However, the commission has asked the 
full Lege to eliminate the code’s current 
distinction between “beer” (5% or less alco¬ 
hol by volume) and “ale” (more than 5% 
ABV), which could in itself void the cash 
law. A beer/ale scheme was abandoned 
years ago by the feds and most states, and it 
makes almost no sense to the modern beer 
producer or consumer, but it’s promulgated

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HOW HAS TABC SCREWED YOU LATELY? 

How do TABC’s regulations and operations impact specific roles in Austin’s alcohol industry? How could 
they do better? We asked local constituents to speak anonymously about the agency that governs them.

The Bar Owner 

Bars exist in purgatory. It’s legal for us to sell 
liquor and beer to people, but it’s criminal for 
them to be intoxicated. The bar sits in the middle 
of those two needs. 

So here we are with this control agency that, for 
most of its time, has not been checked, and comes 
from a conservative agenda of protecting the good 
people of Texas from retailers. Those rules are 
called “dram shop laws.” Unfortunately, those laws 
are really gray and subjective in the ways they are 
both written and enforced. 

Let’s say you have six bartenders working and 
300 people in the room. It’s now impossible to 
keep track of how much they’ve all had to drink. 
The only metric you have of whether they’ve had 
too much to drink is visual: Are they slurring? Are 
their eyes glossed over? But some people can hold 
their shit together, drink all night, and you can’t 
tell until something happens. 

Where it gets really gray is when you have to 
decide whether they reached the point of intoxica¬ 
tion because of medication or even their emotional 
state. Austin also has a lot of districts where people 
are walking from bar to bar, which makes it even 
harder. However someone crosses that line, the bar 
becomes responsible. A business can get their 
license pulled if someone who’d been drinking 
there gets in an accident. 

Along with overserving, TABC can pop you for 
underage drinking, and they can pop you for serving 
more than four drinks at a time - if you go get a 
round for your buddies, that’s actually illegal. 

My personal experience of being regu¬ 
lated by them has been scary. TABC 
can solicit information in a criminal 
investigation without telling you 
what you’re being investigated for. 

These agencies would be 
better regulated by the city, 
not the state. Let’s say it was 
run by a branch of Austin’s Police 
Department: That puts the weight of 
the infraction in context of the city. If 
you’re an officer and you see the entire 
spectrum of criminality, you’re not going to punish 
a small business for thousands of dollars because 
someone was served more than four beers. 

When you deal with TABC agents, the first thing 
out of their mouths is the threat: “I’m going to 
shut you down.” It doesn’t end there - it starts 
there. The city government wouldn’t let that fly, 
beating up small businesses so hard. 

The Retail Vendor 

TABC has a 9-liter minimum for delivery that 
creates daily problems for me. Bars will order SV 2 
liters, and we can’t send it out until I can contact 
them and get them to change their order. Some 
tiny coffee shop bar that happens to sell a little 
bit of liquor - they don’t need 10 bottles of booze 
delivered at once. It also comes up when a bar is 
having an event that they need to get three special 
bottles of tequila for; they can’t get it delivered 
unless they add a bunch of extra inventory. Getting 


rid of any minimum delivery for liquor would be 
incredibly beneficial for retailers and businesses. 

Another big issue for me is TABC’s laws on returns. 
If a bar ordered (or was delivered) the wrong thing, 
there’s only a 24-hour window that I legally have 
to get that bottle picked up and returned. Outside 
of that, TABC could fine [my business] or the bar. 
There’s no reason for it to be that short. 

We also have problems with TABC’s past-due 
list [Ed. note: required by the “credit law”]. All 
payments are due on the 10th and 25th of each 
month, and there’s generally a 3-4 day grace peri¬ 
od. After that, they’re on that list and can’t order 
alcohol from anyone. If someone incorrectly writes 
a check that’s short $1 and I don’t catch it, they’ll 
go on the list until they settle what’s owed. 

Vendors, not TABC, should be able to choose 
who goes on that list. I have accounts spend several 
hundred thousand dollars with me, and sometimes 
they miss one invoice and they go on that list. 
Then they can’t order any more booze. It should 
be up to the people who are literally selling it. 

The Venue Owner 

I don’t have anything terrible to say about TABC. 
They’ve never shut me down during a show, and 
they’ve been patient on the rare occasions I’ve been 
late on my liquor taxes. On the other hand, the 
three-tier system we have in Texas creates barriers 
for us to have healthy sponsorship relationships with 
liquor brands, which would help subsidize our costs. 
Most places nationally, there are ways 
for a venue and a liquor brand to have 
that relationship. In Texas, it’s seen 
as tacitly endorsing drinking. You 
can’t advertise a brand at the 
venue or bar level because 
there’s so much uncertainty. 

Technically, Tito’s could proba¬ 
bly sponsor an event and I could 
send them an invoice for a rental 
fee and the artist budget and they 
could pay it and it would be legal, but 
they won’t do that because they’re afraid 
of TABC and the unpredictable way that they 
enforce. So instead of contracting with them direct¬ 
ly, you have to have either a nonprofit or a third- 
party distributor. What ends up happening is that 
most of the money ends up getting eaten up by 
middlemen. None of it is getting in the pockets of 
artists or venue owners. It’s going to a marketing 
agency or the marketing division of the distributor. 

The Bar Manager 

The stings (for underage drinking and over¬ 
serving) are what you worry about, but TABC can 
also start looking at you for things out of your con¬ 
trol, like if you call the police because of a fight. 
Once TABC notices you, they really look at you, and 
nobody wants that. Their attitude is: “We can fuck 
you if we want to. Don’t make us want to.” They’ll 
fine you for the tiniest things, like there being only 
half a sticker on your bottle because other bottles 
clanked into it, or having less than an ounce left 
in a bottle - which is actually illegal.

at every juncture in the Texas regulatory 
framework, from tax rates to labeling 
requirements to storage provisions to mar¬ 
keting rules (including the cash and credit 
laws) to permits and licenses required to 
make, handle, and sell either (or both, 
though a few dozen jurisdictions allow the 
sale of beer but not ale). 

It’s not a given that beer/ale - or other 
Sunset recommendations, or proposed 
fixes outside of Sunset, 
such as beer-to-go (see 
p.30) - will survive the 
legislative shark tank, 
no matter how “oppor¬ 
tune” the timing is. “I 
anticipate there will be a 
significant fix or fixes; a 
total fix is a different 
story,” says Watson. 

“But there can be sub¬ 
stantial progress in making positive 
change at the TABC. This is one of those 
agencies and industries that’s done things 
for so long the same way that there is deep 
scar tissue that needs to be cut away with¬ 
out too much blood.” 

“WERE LAWMAKERS DRUNK?” 

The struggle to bring the Texas industry 
into this century has left some folks quite 
ready to spill blood. The craft brewing 
community, which had to fight its own 
lawsuit against TABC (prevailing in 2011) 
to operate profitably in Texas at all, feels 
it’s been “fighting this fight a long time, 
but it really hasn’t,” Watson notes. “In this 
building, patience is a virtue rewarded 
when, as here, we have a very developed 
regime in place, and lobby power and 
entrenched mechanisms. But progress is 
being made.” 

Though members of both parties can 
enjoy a tasty beverage together, the craft 
brewers (and before them, the winemak¬ 
ers) have typically had better luck with 
Democrats. But the other end of the spec¬ 
trum also harbors proponents of change. In 


an op-ed last April in The Dallas Morning 
News, free-market academic Matthew 
Kelly of UT-Dallas slammed the three-tier 
system itself as “a product of Progressive 
Era social engineering,” conceived to “limit 
competition by raising barriers to entry” 
by proponents who “openly preferred out¬ 
right nationalization and ‘the elimination 
of the private profit motive’ in the alcohol 
industry.” (The op-ed was headlined “Were 
lawmakers drunk when they wrote Texas 
alcohol laws?”) 

Before we all start 
singing “The Inter¬ 
nationale,” let it be 
known that the book 
Kelly quotes from, 
Toward Liquor Control, 
is still in print, published 
by the national Center 
for Alcohol Policy, which 
says the study - origi¬ 
nally commissioned in 1933 by John D. 
Rockefeller Jr. - “has done more to shape 
modern alcohol policy than any other book 
except the Bible.” The Center was founded 
and is funded by the National Beer 
Wholesalers Association; its state affiliate, 
The Beer Alliance of Texas, spent more 
than $500,000 through its political action 
committee in the last election cycle, sloshed 
all over the Capitol to 168 different candi¬ 
dates and officeholders (not just legisla¬ 
tors), including those on both sides of pri¬ 
mary and general-election contests, as well 
as to other PACs. 

Watson got $5,000, as did Birdwell; 
Paddie, $5,500. Sen. Kelly Hancock, 
R-North Richland Hills, who chairs the 
Business and Commerce Committee that 
will receive the TABC Sunset bill, took in 
$10,000, as did Rep. John Kuempel, 
R-Seguin, whose Licensing and Regulation 
panel will run point in the House; new 
Speaker Dennis Bonnen, R-Angleton, got 
$11,000. Gov. Abbott got $20,000 plus some 
free booze; Lt. Gov. Dan Patrick got $33,000. 
The Texas Package Store Association’s 
PAC splashed out $120,000 in the same

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period, not quite as freely under the dome 
but touching all the same people, except 
for Patrick. 

The TABC itself, in its self-evaluation 
report that kicked off Sunset review in 2017 
(after Cook and her lieutenants bounced), 
repeatedly commits to protecting “the 
integrity of the three-tier system” and tac¬ 
itly expresses misgivings about tweaking it: 
“The Code is complex and fully understood 


by very few people. Most laws in recent 
years have created exceptions to the three- 
tier system, making enforcement ... diffi¬ 
cult.” The agency cites “tied house” prohibi¬ 
tions written into post-Prohibition code to 
protect mom-and-pop stores and saloons 
from bullying by brewers and distillers. 
(When Anheuser-Busch bought Sea World, 
the Lege hurriedly carved out a “marine 
park” exception to the tied house rules.) 
Today, the script is flipped, with retail 
chains from Walmart to Spec’s to your cor¬ 
ner quick-mart holding “buying power 
[that] often dictates or attempts to control 
distribution and/or wholesale pricing for 
specific brands.” 

Because the rules of the game are so 
weird and scary, and because of the frisson 
of actual malice that shadows the alcohol 
trade (TABC agents carry guns for a rea- 
| son), it’s been easy, as Watson notes, to 
£ thwart change “by just saying things will 
1 somehow impact the three-tier system, 
| without telling you why or how, so people 
will back off and say, ‘Well, I don’t want to 
mess with that!’ People are afraid of it.” 
But, he continues, “I can’t stress enough 
that stakeholders - all of them - have to 
participate in good faith and not just try to 
kill the Sunset bill. The Sunset Commission 
and the Legislature ought to demand 
change, and if they don’t, we’ll need to 
know why not. People will need to be 
called out.” ■

Cirque Italia is advertised as a “water circus” in a big top tent, but what does that really 
look like? “Snapshot” investigated on Saturday, Jan. 26, with camera in hand during the trav¬ 
eling show’s opening weekend at Barton Creek Square. 



The Silver Unit setup, situated in 
the mall’s parking lot through the 
evening of Feb. 3 before embarking 
on an 11-month tour, revolves around 
a 35,000-gallon water tank/fountain 
beneath a circular stage hosting 
“European-style” performances: 
“There’s kind of a higher level of 
artistry involved,” says Chicago-bred 
aerialist Samantha Kulinski, pictured 
here during her hoop act. “It doesn’t 
mean that traditional American circus 
artists aren’t talented... but often, 
there’s more storyline. Like our show 
right now [is] a voyage through Italy, 
so all the acts are connected, versus 
variety act [after] variety act.” 


Not every performance uses water, yet each strives 
to dazzle people of all ages with a fusion of Italian 
history and amazing human feats: “The perception 
of circus in America is lions, tigers, and bears, and 
the clown with the big, poofy hair, but there’s so 
much more depth to circus than that,” says Silver 
Unit manager Morgaine Rosenthal, who - among 
many other roles - portrays Juliet in an aerial 
interpretation of the original, Italian folktale 
version of Romeo and Juliet (pictured). “There is 
historical significance, there’s beauty, there’s an 
element of magic to it.” 


45-year-old Gimmi Fornaciari (pictured) 
- one of six Italians in the multinational 
group and who was born into a circus family 
dating back three generations - provides 
more subtext: “In Italy, [the water circus] 
is very famous,” he says, adding that the 
country is home to more than 160 active 
circuses. Historically, water was the conduit 
by which Italian culture was preserved and 
transferred: “Italia was the big commercial 
port with Greece... and everybody.” 



Whether it’s delivered via onstage 
acrobatics or the comic-relief mime- 
clown who appears between acts 
(pictured), the end goal is consistent: 
“For us, as performers, seeing the 
reaction from the little kids is really 
the most rewarding part of [the] job,” 
says Rosenthal. “It’s like you come 
into the tent and you’re going into a 
whole different universe.”

Let the Rert Ones In 

Amanda Jones and Chad Hopper’s residential art gallery 
is creative Austin as it used to be

Who says Austin isn’t weird anymore? 

Certainly not Amanda Jones and Chad 
Hopper of Collection Rert. And that makes 
perfect sense, as proclaiming this city’s lack 
of weirdness would be, for them, an act of 
self-denial. 

Jones and Hopper started Collection 
Rert, as it exists today, almost two years 
ago. According to the venue’s website, 
it’s “a not-for-profit art space dedicated 
to creating uncommon cultural experi¬ 
ences and providing opportunities for 
artists to experiment.” 

But what does that mean, exactly? 
Besides mounting a new art show every 
month - or even more frequently than that 
- right in the place where you live. 

“We just wanted to create a space where 
you can do whatever you want to express 
yourself,” says Hopper. “We don’t have, 
obviously, a large house. But we were will¬ 
ing to sacrifice that one room. It started out 
sort of as a joke, like What if we turn one of 
these rooms into a gallery, ha-ha-ha.’” 

The vibe of Collection Rert is similar to 
that of Jen and Scott Webel’s long-running 
Museum of Natural and Artificial 


Ephemerata, but where the MNAE is more 
of a scholarly natural-history-and-oddities 
display, Rert is predicated on an intention¬ 
ally free-form, do-it-yourself-and-be-cre- 
ative-AF aesthetic. 

This has resulted in such exhibitions as 
last year’s “We Work With Wood,” a show 
that celebrated wood and the art that can be 
made of it when power tools and sandpaper 
are in the hands of women; “In the Dark,” 
where the artists were asked to create some¬ 
thing in complete darkness and then con¬ 
ceal it from themselves while delivering it 
to the gallery; and “Mortality in Plain 
Sight,” in which interior designer Jessica 
Nixon created mixed-media versions of 
those sadly ubiquitous memorials erected 
by the newly bereaved along this nation’s 
dangerous motorways. 

Let’s also mention Bridgette Reed’s 2017 
solo show “Glands of Fistmits,” featuring 
“characters from a rabbity alternate uni¬ 
verse, inhabiting the room in the forms of 
modified mutant dolls and portraits in oil.” 

“I think meeting new freaks is my favor¬ 


ite part of having the gallery,” says Hopper. 
“Because I don’t get out of the house very 
often. In fact, I was a little worried about the 
social aspects - all these receptions - 
because I can be pretty reserved. But I 
think I’ve done well. I make rounds, then I 
go hide in the bedroom for a while, and it 
works out.” 

“I’m the more social side of the partner¬ 
ship,” says Jones, “and I’ve been doing 
more of the administrative stuff - like 
applying for a grant from the city. So it’s not 
in my hands yet, but I’ve been pretending 
like we already have the money and can 
offer stipends to artists.” 

“Getting grant money is nice,” says 
Hopper. “It’s nice to be able to pay people 
for their work.” 

And how does a thing like this - a venue, 
a partnership, a creative situation - begin? 
How did Jones and Hopper meet in the 
first place? 

“Through our friend Sam Vandelinder, who 
actually started Collection Rert,” says Jones. 

“The name comes from Sam, too,” adds 
£ Hopper. “He used to talk to himself a lot, 
> and ‘rert’ was just something that he said.” 
5 “I had just moved to Austin in 2005,” says 
c Jones, “and Sam was living on 37th Street, 
s in this crappy upstairs apartment. But he’s 
a really different thinker, and he and some 
friends decided to start having shows there 
- and there was space in the backyard 
where he’d have friends play music. And 
they started doing weird art shows. ‘Hot 
Girls Barfing’ was one. And Chad and our 
friend Chris had a two-person show there.” 

“I was doing Science Bear 
Arcade at Spider House,” says 
Hopper. “Science Bear is a 
microgallery, just a little crate 
of homemade wares and fun 
junk, one of my Palfloat proj¬ 
ects - it won a ‘Best of Austin’ 
in 2004 - and Sam came and 
told me about wanting to start 
a little gallery in a garage 
apartment, and I was like, A 
hundred percent yes. And out 
of that came the band we started: Night 
Viking. We’re still together, but we don’t 
play out nearly as much.” 

“I started out as the puppeteer for Night 
Viking,” says Jones. “There have been other 
bands doing that. In Chad’s band before 
that one, Basic Shapes, Erica Nix was the 
performance artist. She did an aerobics rou¬ 
tine that ended up leading to exhaustion 
and smoking a cigarette and, like, cram¬ 
ming a bunch of food down her face, or 
making out with it or something.” She 
grins, remembering. 

And that creative crossover, says Jones, is 
where a lot of Collection Rert’s participants 


come from to this day. “There’s a lot of 
musicians who are artists. And there’s a lot 
of people we know who are just artistic, and 
maybe they don’t do art in galleries around 
town, but they’re at the top of our mind. 
Jieun Beth Kim is gonna have a show here 
- she’s from South Korea, but she lives in 
Austin. And our friend Silky Shoemaker is 
having a show, too, in March. She doesn’t 
live here anymore, but she’s intricately tied 
to Rert - she inherited that old apartment 
after I moved out of it - and she always 
comes back, and she’s a really great visual 
artist. And I’m excited about our next show 
here in February. It’s called ‘Double Date,’ 
and it’s gonna be four friends of ours, and 
they’re going to decide what to do with the 
room. And they can do whatever they want.” 

“That’s the exciting part,” says Hopper. 
“You don’t know what you’re gonna get.” 

But with so many friends and friends-of- 
friends involved, isn’t the Rert microcosm, 
no matter how thriving, a bit too familiar? 
Doesn’t it seem, at times, almost incestuous? 

“We’re consciously reaching out more to 
the community,” says Jones, “to people we 
don’t already know. I’m interested in possi¬ 
bilities of partnerships with people like Six 
Square. Because we’re in the Black Cultural 
District of Austin, and since I’ve lived here 
I’ve watched the neighborhood change so 
much, and I’d like to find a way to represent 
more of the indigenous population of East 
Austin. We’d like to have guest curators, 
sometimes, too.” 

And what is it that keeps Jones and 
Hopper, grant money or not, spending time 
and effort on Collection Rert, 
on all this constant making 
and enabling, year after year? 
What is it about the whole cre¬ 
ative endeavor that - 

“I come from an artistic 
family,” says Jones. “My mom 
was always encouraging art. 
Her approach to it is, ‘There 
are no mistakes in art,’ and 
that’s always been really 
empowering to me. People can 
become empowered through finding their 
creative voice - and once you have that, you 
can do anything.” 

“I’m glad we’ve done this,” says Hopper. 
“I’m not bored or tired of it - I think we’ve 
paced ourselves better in the second year. It 
would be weird to get burned out about art.” 
He considers this, looking around the oddly 
adorned living room that’s adjacent to the 
gallery. “Yeah,” he says, nodding, “that 
would be a foreign feeling.” ■

Peace’s Release 

Austin Opera’s Silent Night powerfully creates the tension 
of the battlefield and just as powerfully lets it go

Somewhere in the near distance, a bomb’s 
sudden boom is met by a hellish chorus 
of rifle shots. In just the blink of an eye, it 
seems, war has broken out onstage. Soldiers 
shoot and stab, before descending into bar¬ 
baric hand-to-hand combat. Billowing smoke 
and flashing lights do little to distract from 
the screams of dying men. Only growing 
louder, mayhem soon engulfs every corner 
of the stage. 

Amidst the madness, we find that 
the blocking by director Tomer Zvulun 
and stage director Conor Hanratty 
guides our eyes to where the action 
hits hardest. Similarly, composer 
Kevin Puts’ score captures 
the energy of battle without 
becoming cacophonous. In a 
moment of clarity, we realize 
the blocking and composi¬ 
tion are working in tandem 
to create as vivid an experi¬ 
ence as possible. We’re 
trapped in hell. Once the smoke clears, we 
find ourselves in the trenches of a Belgian 
battlefield. 

For an opera inspired by the 1914 
Christmas Truce, wherein soldiers on both 
sides of the Great War met peacefully in the 
middle of No Man’s Land, the Pulitzer Prize¬ 
winning Silent Night doesn’t reduce the harsh 
realities of conflict much. That’s not to say, 


however, that Austin Opera’s latest produc¬ 
tion utilizes violence arbitrarily. This display 
of chaos at the show’s top sets an anxious, 
somber tone, one which casts a pall over 
the majority of the first act and, at the time, 
sparked physical tension within my body. I 
didn’t know it then, but this tension would 
grow steadily until the show’s most impactful 
moment: the peaceful assembly of three 
battle-hardened nations. 

As with the opera’s cinematic 
source material, 2005’s Joyeux Noel, 
Silent Night's narrative primarily fol¬ 
lows three men of French, German, 
and Scottish allegiance, respectively. 

Via intimate peeks into war¬ 
time trenches, we witness 
the toll that battle takes on 
these characters. Impacted 
perhaps the heaviest is the 
German opera star-turned- 
soldier Nikolaus Sprink, 
played here by company 
newcomer Joseph Dennis. With his powerful 
tenor and command of facial expressions, 
Dennis communicates war’s degradation of 
the creative soul. On opening night, when 
he took those defiant first steps into No 
Man’s Land, setting off the chain reaction 
that results in the show’s dramatic peak, 
the audience went breathless and I felt my 
heart in my throat.

Foreboding tones and spirited performanc¬ 
es aside, the key to Silent Night reaching its 
emotional high point is Erhard Rom’s impos¬ 
ingly minimalist set. Described by Zvulun 
as a “nightmare, progressing vertically,” the 
trenches of World War I are represented by a 
towering three-story structure, with one war¬ 
ring nation occupying each bunker-like level. 
The set, which is first utilized to escort us 
into combat, interlaces with Puts’ calmer, 
more haunting compositions in numbers like 
“Sleep” to create a foreboding feeling of 
captivity and fear. 

Uncomfortable as they were, these uneasy 
feelings made Act I’s titular climax all the 
more gratifying for me. As the battered sol¬ 
diers slowly left the claustrophobic confines 
of trenches, congregating together as one 
mass of humanity at the stage’s front that is 
No Man’s Land, the entire stage lighted up in 
a brilliant display, as if the theatre itself had 
joined me in exhaling a deep sigh of relief. 


Witnessing this marriage of design, staging, 
performance, and composition, all my accu¬ 
mulated tension at once slipped away. 

After intermission, our leads face the 
fallout of their unusual truce. Here, punish¬ 
ments are levied and sacrifices made. While 
the institutional consequences prompted 
by a brief period of peace are engaging, the 
production’s second act - which clocks in at 
nearly half the length of the first and consists 
only of falling action - never has the chance 
to reach the meticulously crafted level of ten¬ 
derheartedness that allows Act I to soar. 

Regardless, I was light on my feet leaving 
Dell Hall. The unorthodox harmony of Act I 
lifted a weight off my shoulders, and it was 
replaced by the notion that meaningful peace 
- whether across trenches or within one’s 
own body - is rarely impossible. Funny that an 
opera where audiences are plunged into hell 
on Earth at the outset would provide a sense 
of tranquility that lasted days after attending.

The Short 
Fringe showcases performances of 25 minutes or less, and runs the entirety of the fes¬ 
tival. Here's the main thing to know about the Short Fringe: The weeknight shows are 
a mixed bag but usually crowded with folks there to see friends do their stuff onstage; 
the Saturday “Best-of-the-Week” show is sure to be worth your time, but it sells out 
fast, so plan accordingly; the final week, the “Best-of-the-Fest” week, if you care about new theatre in Austin or just 
like to be wowed by some fierce stagework, you should get tickets now, because this will be the primo live-performance 
shit in town, and don't blame your Chronicle pals for not hipping you to it ahead of time, capisce? Okay, then.

THE BIGOTS ARE OUT. State rep¬ 
resentative Bill Zedler (R-Arlington) has filed a 

sweeping religious refusal bill seeking to put in 
place protections for Texans who believe marriage 
“should be recognized as the union of one man 
and one woman; and the terms ‘male/ ‘man/ ‘female/ 
and ‘woman’ refer to an individual’s immutable biological sex as 
objectively determined by anatomy and genetics at the time of birth.” 

House Bill 1035 protects “governmental entities” and basically anyone 
who hates queer and trans people and who would “withhold, reduce, ex¬ 
clude, terminate ... or otherwise make unavailable” grants, diplomas, custody 
awards, scholarships, and “benefit(s) provided” under state programs. HB 1035 would also pro¬ 
tect homophobes who’d refuse to hire or promote (or who wish to fire) members of the LGBTQ- 
mmunity on the basis of their queerness (read the full bill at www.capitol.texas.gov). Equality 
Texas wrote in a blog post: “We fear this is the first of many such bills we’ll see” during the Lege 
session. As the statewide advocacy group also noted, this type of blanket religious freedom law 
is part of national efforts to roll back LGBTQ protections and progress. Personally, I want to throw 
my hands up - especially in light of the Jan. 19 attack, likely spurred by two men holding hands 
- but it’s a good reminder of what we continue to be up against. It’s also a good reminder of how 
far we’ve come and how much our progress has terrified the people who wish to erase the trans 
community and force us all back into broom closets. Nah, bro. I don’t think so.

BOWL AWAY 

by Elizabeth McCracken 
Ecco, 384 pp., $27.99 

A wise podcast once told me, “A cure-all 
cures nothing,” and though the original context 
was strictly medical, I can’t say I didn’t bring 
a touch of that skepticism to the table while 
approaching the concept of bowling as balm 
in Elizabeth’s McCracken’s newest novel. 

Bowlaway, which is not the original but the 
eventual title of the candlepin bowling alley at 
the heart of this multigenerational tale, refers 
to the promise that more than a few of its 
characters hold in their hearts: If you give your 
all to the game, you can bowl away sorrow, 
time, loneliness, and all manner of other ills. 

The progenitor of that belief is the pecu¬ 
liar and enthralling Bertha Truitt, who, at 
the top of the novel, appears seemingly out 
of thin air, unconscious in a frost-covered 
Massachusetts cemetery at the turn of the 
20th century. Claiming to have invented can¬ 
dlepin bowling - a New England variant with 
a smaller ball and pins that are, well, candle¬ 
shaped - and disavowing her past (whatever 
that may be), Bertha sets out to build the 
small town’s first bowling alley. In short order, 
she befriends her hospital companions, marries the black doctor who 
found her in the cemetery, and gains a following of women previously 
without any athletic outlet. 

So charismatic is this split-skirt protagonist that you might imagine 
Bowlaway would be her story alone, but McCracken is more ambitious 



and egalitarian. Like a rolling stone gathering 
moss, Bowlaway snatches up every individual 
that finds joy or tragedy in proximity to the 
bowling alley and allows them to be observed 
tenderly and precisely. We follow Bertha’s 
family and employees for decades after her 
death, as they oscillate between embracing 
and disentangling themselves from the bowl¬ 
ing alley, the site of so many victories and 
losses. Under the gaze of McCracken’s nar¬ 
rator (whose wistful omniscience has a cer¬ 
tain kinship to Our Town's Stage Manager), 
every life feels both plain-faced and extraor¬ 
dinary, with an undercurrent of yearning that 
leaves you with a pleasant ache at the back 
of your throat. 

Some loves can be evangelized - the tele¬ 
vision show you watch after the ninth heart¬ 
felt entreaty from a friend that, the minute 
you watch it, you can’t believe you put it off 
so long - and others caught - watching a 
person you love bend over a page with such 
intense focus that you’re halfway out the door 
to the bookstore already to get some of what 
they’re having. McCracken’s love of language 
is the catching kind. You get the sense there’s 
no exquisite turn of phrase she’d turn down, 
if it occurred to her. Might that lead to belaboring the point, in another 
sort of book? Sure, but in Bowlaway, the journey through McCracken’s 
lush, piercing prose is the destination. - Rosalind Faires

“INTERWOVEN”

MASS Gallery, at last ensconced in its 
new and somewhat smaller digs, presents 
“Interwoven,” a show featuring six contempo¬ 
rary artists who work in textiles. Here, as the 
gallery notes say, is a spectrum of strategies, 
materials, formats, and content. 

Here, for instance, is Good Luck, a work 
by Arizona’s Melissa Cody, a specialist in the 
Germantown Revival style of Navajo weav¬ 
ing. It’s a beautifully woven wall hanging, 
bright with the earth tones so redolent of the 
Southwestern U.S., boldly depicting the titular 
exhortation and accompanied by the Navajo 
whirling-logs symbol of prosperity that at least 
one fool will probably mistake for a Nazi swas¬ 
tika. But what are the wishes of good luck 
warding against, in particular? The words and 
graphic device are surrounded by a border that

almost meets at the bottom of the piece: One 
end of it’s the head of a kachina; the other’s 
the male end of an electrical plug. Tradition, it 
seems, is about to meet the digitized future. As 
if it’s destined, ready or not, to be plugged in. 
Yeah, that transition will require nations of luck. 

The New York-based Orly Cogan’s been exhib¬ 
iting her work for more than two decades and 
has been at the forefront of the fiber arts move¬ 
ment, with an emphasis on feminism in contem¬ 
porary art. Her contribution to this show is Alice 
in Blunderland : colorful line-drawings-via-careful- 
embroidery that depict a nude and somewhat 
older and definitely weed-smoking version of 
someone who might, after all, be Lewis Carroll’s 
classic heroine centered in a series of erotic 
vignettes. A little fabric’d bestiality, anyone? A 
little bloody, Angela Carter subtext for your nar¬ 
ratives? You see this, and you like it, and then 
you click onto Cogan’s website and see that 
she’s done so many vivid, intricate embroider¬ 
ies of that general eroti-fabulous vibe, and you 
begin wishing she’d do a two-person show with 
painter Natalie Frank somewhere. Because that 
would, ah, that would be something and a half. 

Austin’s own Fort Lonesome group is repre¬ 
sented in this show, too, with a work rendered 
in what’s called chain-stitch embroidery - their 
specialty. What chain stitch means to the eye 
of the observer is that the fibers are thick over 
their background, the different colors often 
presented as solid fields, layered as if sedi¬ 
mentary stone, conjuring the creative vision 
in boldly graphic style. If polychrome screen- 
prints like rock posters were suddenly turned, 
by magic, into threads, this is what they’d be. 

Those are three reasons hanging - three 
reasons to see this “Interwoven” exhibition 
for yourself - at the new MASS venue, where 
you’ll also find work by Amada Miller, Haleh 
Pedram, and Suzanne Wyss enriching the big 
white cube of a freshly inaugurated space.

Industry in San Marcos isn’t your normal small-town cafe. It’s 
a casual beer garden with a modern menu. 

The brainchild of restaurant consultant Harlan Scott, Cody 
Taylor (owner of Austin’s Cafe Josie), and chef Todd Havers, 
Industry aims to honor food service professionals while satiating 
the civilian population. There are subtle “Easter eggs” around the 
restaurant that most service personnel will find amusing. 

The open dining room has an industrial look, and the communal 
tables create a beer-hall feel complete with a custom-made ping- 
pong table. The beer selection focuses on local brews, especially 
Hops & Grain Brewing, which moves in next door later this 
spring. The taps also pour mixed drinks and wine. 

Guests order at the counter, and then the roving staff take care 
of their needs. Scott says he wants diners to enjoy their meal 
without feeling rushed. “We want this to be a place you can eat 
while watching your waistline and your wallet.” 

The menu is a mix of sandwiches, tacos, and veggies that 
will appeal to any appetite. An oak-fired smoker in the kitchen 
produces a juicy brisket that is a standout. The smoked chicken 
tacos are a close second. 

Fully 60% of the food items are vegetarian. “The Bouldin,” 
a beet-centric Reuben sandwich, stands up to any corned beef 
version. The crispy Brussels sprouts, from a Cafe Josie recipe, 
make eating your vegetables an adventure in flavor. 


Industry, at 110 E. MLK Dr. #126, is a long block south of the 
county courthouse in San Marcos, between LBJ Drive and Guadalupe 
Street. A four-song drive on 1-35 from South Austin, the cafe is open 
daily from 11am to midnight.

One Major Takeaway 

The battle of small beer vs. big distro rages 
on with beer-to-go bill

Here in Texas, the small, plucky craft 
brewers and the overdetermined parade of 
wholesale distributors are, unsurprisingly, 
back at it again for another chippy round of 
political beer pong in this, the 2019 Texas 
Legislature. Only this time, the brewers 
appear more organized by their industry 
guild and its political arm, CraftPAC, which 
sounds like either a sugary pudding from 
the Nineties or a collection of pissed-off, 
brass-knuckled beerists ready to take up for 
small business rights. 

For context, this back-and-forth between 
two of the three branches of Texas’ alcohol 
regulatory system has spluttered for years, 
with the wholesalers envisioning them¬ 
selves as Thirties-era post-Prohibition 
throwbacks, where any guff about their 
well-funded political overreach might earn 
you a kick in the face from Tony “The 
Rotary Tiller” Russo. At least it’s how they 
metaphorically want to operate: massacring 
basic-level business practices to willfully 
obstruct the innovation, creativity, and sus¬ 
tainability of the craft brewers who ensure 
the success of the wholesalers themselves. 
No matter the era, the focal distributor 
ethos of, “Hey, it’s always just been that 
way, so it should stay that way,” is not a 
great political argument. 


HOW WE GOT HERE 

Anytime a beer story needs someone to 
play the villain, you bring in the wholesal¬ 
ers. So, we’ll start in 2013, when the 83rd 
Texas Legislature saw the largest overhaul 
for craft brewery freedoms in state history 
with Senate Bills 639 and 515-518. Those 
pieces of legislation legalized everyday, nor¬ 
mal beer-culture shit - like brewpubs sell¬ 
ing to distributors and retailers (with a 
capped limit), an increased annual produc¬ 
tion cap for brewpubs, and approved on¬ 
premise beer sales for manufacturing brew¬ 
eries, which helped launch an explosion of 
new taprooms around the state. 

But with those stock-issue beer liberties 
came a sweetheart deal for the distribu¬ 
tors. The new law stipulated that brew¬ 
pubs and manufacturing breweries could 
no longer profit off their own territorial 
distribution rights and would instead be 
forced to cede their distribution interests 
over to the wholesalers at no cost. This 
legal dud would cost millions in up-front 
revenue for some of the better-established 
craft breweries in Texas - money that 
would otherwise have gone to brewery 
improvements like updating equipment, 
improving facilities, and, ironically, build¬ 
ing out new taprooms. 
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“But I like to think of it in terms of this: If this 
were a movie, would we be the good guys or the bad 
guys? There is no scenario of this film where we’re 
not the good guys and they’re not the Empire, 
just trying to dominate the galaxy through the force. 
They probably think we’re rebel scum, 
and maybe we are, but that’s fine.”

Even more, the wholesalers were granted 
exclusive territorial distribution rights to 
these craft breweries for the life span of the 
brewery and could even negotiate the 
brands between other wholesalers for large 
profits should a brand in their portfolio be 
deemed more valuable as up-front cash 
than long-term retail sales. When the bill 
passed, Texas became the only state with 
such a law, confirming that even in a cycle 
with positive small-business reforms for 
Texas craft breweries, the wholesalers con¬ 
tinue to trill their annoyance at an indus¬ 
trial volume. 

State Rep. Eddie Rodriguez, D-Austin 
author of the “beer-to-go” House Bill 672 
that is being proposed in 2019, recalls that 
wholesalers have been lobbying and testify¬ 
ing against beer-to-go bills for over a decade. 
“They’ve pushed misleading, anti-craft leg¬ 
islation such as [2017’s] HB 3287, [which 
was] sold to members as a pro-craft bill. HB 
3287 served an arbitrary cap on breweries’ 
production capacities and required them to 
pay a wholesaler for the privilege of selling 
their [own] beer in their own taprooms if 
they exceed that cap.” 

In other words, starting in 2017, if a brew¬ 
ery sold over a certain amount of beer per 
year, the brewery would have to then sell 
their beer to a wholesaler only to have to 
buy it right back for the purposes of selling 
it in their own taproom. Even if that beer 
never left brewery property 

IS YR PERMIT LIT? 

To understand the wonky beer laws in 
Texas, one must first understand the differ¬ 
ences in permits - brewer vs. brewpub - 


which, based on the awful distinction in 
names, undoubtedly sets a stage for compli¬ 
cation in even the most benign details. 

The basics are: If a brewery holds a 
“brewpub permit” - like Pinthouse Pizza, 
Oddwood Ales, and Jester King all do - it 
allows those breweries to make beer on-site, 
offer it to their in-house customers, and also 
sell it to-go. Brewpubs are limited to pro¬ 
ducing 10,000 barrels per year and can self- 
distribute 1,000 barrels directly to retailers/ 
bars. Not a bad deal at all for Ye Olde 
Backhair Brewpub. 

On the other hand, “brewer’s permit” 
holders - often referred to as “manufactur¬ 
ing” breweries like Austin Beerworks, Live 
Oak, and Celis - can sell up to 5,000 barrels 
of beer on-site and have a 225,000-barrel- 
per-year production cap on what they are 
able to produce for retail. These breweries 
have an option to distribute through a mid¬ 
dleman wholesaler or self-distribute. 
However, if a brewery chooses to self-dis- 
tribute, the annual production cap is revised 
to 40,000 barrels per year. 

But the most glaring difference between 
a brewpub permit and a brewer’s permit is 
that the manufacturers cannot sell their 
beer to-go. Not in a growler, not in a crowler, 
not as a sour, not for the shower. No beer 
to-go. Not at any hour. 

And yet, the process of switching over 
from a brewer’s permit to a brewpub permit 
- the primary solution wholesalers have 
offered for the “to-go beer problem” - can be 
comically glacial according to Hops & Grain 
founder Josh Hare, whose brewery switched 
over from a manufacturing brewery to a 
brewpub after the 2013 legislative session. 
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“September 2013 was when everything 
was signed in by the governor and laws 
went into place,” recalls Hare. “But we 
didn’t have a conditional-use permit until 
December of 2016, and our brewpub permit 
wasn’t finalized and approved until 
December of 2017, over four years from the 
time it was put into law” 

And for those manufacturing breweries 
whose own popularity has long exceeded a 
yearly 10,000-barrel cap, switching permits 
would essentially eliminate their breweries. 

“We did a little over 1,000 barrels in our 
first year in 2011, and last year we did 
about 21,000 barrels,” explains Austin 
Beerworks co-founder Adam DeBower. 
“[ABW] would basically have to split in half 
and then have to give away 9,000 barrels to 
a wholesaler. It would be a very strange 
way of doing business.” 

“Beyond the 10,000-barrel production cap 
and the 1,000-barrel self-distribution cap, we 
would effectively have to lay off two-thirds 
of the company,” says Michael Graham, the 
second of four ABW co-founders. “Our self¬ 
distribution wing is a significant part of our 
operation and it would kill that part of the 
business. It would mean huge loss of reve¬ 
nue, loss of employment, loss of efficiency, 
probably, because we’d have to splinter into 
multiple operations. Austin Beerworks 
would basically cease to exist.” 

BY GOD, THAT’S CRAFTPAC’S MUSIC! 

Rather than liquidating one of the 
nation’s most popular local breweries to the 
chortles of the wholesalers, Austin 
Beerworks, along with several other distin¬ 
guished manufacturing brewhouses in 
Texas, have tapped CraftPAC to continue 
their off-premise sales campaign with a 
massive assist from state Sen. Dawn 
Buckingham, R-Lakeway, and Rodriguez, 
who have filed bipartisan, companion 
“beer-to-go” bills, SB 312 and HB 672. 
There is also an online petition that has 
received over 11,000 signatures in favor of 
beer-to-go. 

“The number of signatures on the peti¬ 
tion speaks for itself,” writes Rodriguez in 
an email. “Beer-to-go is a bipartisan, com¬ 
mon sense issue that Texans across the 
state agree with. Few policies are supported 
in both the Texas Democrats’ and 
Republicans’ latest party platforms, and 


supporting entrepreneurship by allowing 
beer-to-go sales is one of them. HB 672 is 
about parity under the law, growing tour¬ 
ism, and creating jobs. [The bill would] 
make it easier for brewers to market their 
products, improve their ability to compete 
with out-of-state breweries, and use this 
additional capital to increase investment in 
the communities they serve.” 

Texas is the only state in the country that 
doesn’t allow manufacturing breweries to 
sell off-premise. When states like Oklahoma 
or Arkansas or notoriously alcohol-savage 
Utah outclass your own state’s rational 
judgment, it’s a glaring deterrent to overall 
industry objectives like beer tourism or 
attracting brewing talent to Texas. And still, 
perhaps the biggest twist is that Texas win¬ 
eries and Texas distilleries are both granted 
these completely practical rights. Who 
among us hasn’t bought a bottle of com¬ 
pletely average Hill Country wine from a 
tasting room just because the in-house 
experience was a good one? Now imagine 
doing that from a brewery. Go ahead, the 
brewers will wait. The 2019 session is their 
sixth consecutive attempt at reform. 

“The average Texas craft brewer only does 
about 2,000 barrels per year,” says DeBower. 
“Those extra [to-go sales] could actually 
make or break a [small] brewery just by hav¬ 
ing an opportunity to get their product in 
front of a consumer where it wouldn’t have 
been able to otherwise because they’re too

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What Is Beer-to-Go? 


Beer that can be purchased on-site at a brewpub 
- in a can, a growler, etc. - and taken with you. 


What’s the Difference Between 
a Brewpub Permit and a 
Brewer’s Permit? 


Brewpub permit holders - think Pinthouse 
Pizza, Oddwood Ales, and Jester King - can 
make and sell beer on-site and sell to-go. 
They’re limited to producing 10,000 barrels 
per year and can self-distribute 1,000 barrels 
directly to retailers/bars. 

Brewer’s permit holders - “manufactur¬ 
ing” breweries like Austin Beerworks, Live 
Oak, and Celis - can sell up to 5,000 barrels of 
beer on-site, but cannot sell to-go. They have 
a 225,000-barrel-per-year production cap on 
what they are able to produce for retail. They 
have an option to distribute through a whole¬ 
saler or self-distribute; if a brewery chooses 
to self-distribute, the annual production cap 
is revised to 40,000 barrels per year. 


Who’s at War Here? 


The Beer Alliance of Texas (TBAT) is a trade 
association representing big beer distributors. 

It opposes legislation that would allow craft 
brewers to sell directly to consumers. 

CraftPAC is the Texas Craft Brewers Guild’s 
political action committee, representing the 
interests of small, independent craft brewers, 
who want the Legislature to legalize beer-to-go 
sales from licensed brewers. 


What’s the Lege Going 
to Do About It? 


State Sen. Dawn Buckingham, R-Lakeway, and 
state Rep. Eddie Rodriguez, D-Austin, have intro¬ 
duced two bills - SB 312 and HB 672, respectively 
- that would enable manufacturing breweries 
to sell beer for off-premise consumption, a move 
supported by CraftPAC and opposed by TBAT.

small to get distribution or too small for 
Spec’s. Consumers are 50% more likely to 
buy the beer in a market if they have tried it 
in the taproom. [This bill] would help both 
the brewery and the distributor.” 

DISTROSTEW 

In response to a resuscitated small-beer 
effort in 2019, wholesaler group “The Beer 
Alliance of Texas” responded with their 
own, low-octane press release that limply 
addressed SB 312 and HB 672. It stated, 
“The Beer Alliance of Texas is opposed to 
allowing craft brewers the ability to operate 
unregulated bars and convenience stores 
out of their production breweries, [which 
would create] an unlimited exclusive carve- 
out for craft brewers that no other retailers 
in Texas enjoy.” 

With a stick as slap-happy as Ichiro’s, an 
unattributed post to CraftPAC’s Facebook 
page took batting practice with TBAT’s hang¬ 
ers over the political plate, clapping back with 
an annotated rejoinder of TBAT’s embar¬ 
rassing five-paragraph diagnosis of the bill. 

CraftPAC’s main beef was with TBAT’s 
idea that breweries would command an 
“unlimited exclusive carve-out” - meaning 
that the new law wouldn’t take into account 
the 5,000-barrel cap on taproom sales. 
CraftPAC not only denied this, but reaf¬ 
firmed that the annual taproom cap would 
still apply. CraftPAC also disputed TBAT’s 
generalization that “... no other [alcohol] 
retailers in Texas [get to] enjoy [to-go 
sales],” which takes exactly one microsec¬ 
ond for anyone to Google “Texas wineries 
and distilleries to-go sales” and see that it’s 
a bogus claim. Do they even have Netscape 
Navigator in the wholesaler Stone Age? 

J.P Urrabazo, vice president of industry 
affairs for TBAT, stated in an email, “These 
types of policy discussions pit the indepen¬ 
dent distributor tier against its manufactur¬ 
ing and retail customers. Under the bills as 
filed, beer to-go sales are added to what a 
taproom can sell. There is no limit on how 
much can be sold to an individual.” 



But Hare of Hops & Grain disagrees with 
Urrabazo’s interpretation. “The two com¬ 
panion bills that were filed simply changed 
one sentence that previously said, A holder 
of this license can sell [5,000] barrels for 
consumption on their premises,’ and we 
just added [the language] ‘on- or off-prem¬ 
ise,’ so it’s still held under 5,000 barrels and 
we can’t sell any more beer than we were 
already allowed, so this idea of ‘unlimited’ 
is nonsense.” 

BEER-TO-GO, PRACTICALLY 

“Of all of our taproom sales at H&G, [beer- 
to-go] was only about 7.5 percent of all of our 
sales,” says Hare. “There are some regulars 
who come in every week and buy some beer- 
to-go, but that’s only, like, 15 people. The 
balance of our to-go sales are literally just 
people who come in, get a flight, buy a cou¬ 
ple pints, and take a six-pack home of the 
beer they liked. There’s an H-E-B right 
behind our brewery and their sales 
have continued to grow for our 
beer over the past year we oper¬ 
ated as a brewpub. You liter¬ 
ally can walk 100 feet and get 
all of our beer at a grocery 
store instead of here. The 
thought that someone would 
use a brewery as their sole 
source of beer to-go is silly.” 

“Our pricing for 6-packs [at 
Austin Beerworks] would be as 
much or more than our retail partners 
out in the market because it doesn’t make 
sense to undercut the people that got us to 
where we are,” says Graham. 

“[The wholesalers] are constantly pinch¬ 
ing suppliers to reduce the amount of offer¬ 
ings that they have,” says Hare. “They don’t 
want more SKUs. Most wholesalers are put¬ 
ting together calculations that if this brew¬ 
ery can’t show historical sales over a 
12-month period, then they’re not going to 
pick that beer to sell. But what about things 
like seasonals?” 

Seasonal beers, like ABW’s Sputnik and 
Blue Owl’s Little Gose, are limited-release 




brews that are wildly anticipated and enthu¬ 
siastically cherished by the drinking class, 
but also something that apparently really 
rattles those mighty distributors. 

“Wholesalers don’t want to carry a beer if 
it’s not high volume,” says Hare. “[But] 
craft beer drinkers and retailers are con¬ 
stantly looking for new releases. [Beer 
to-go] gives craft breweries the opportunity 
to do small batch beers to sell off-premise 
and prove to the wholesaler that we have 
sales history and that people want a specific 
beer. If we can package it and sell it to-go 
from the taproom, it enables us to make 
those beers. Twice last year, we went to our 
wholesaler with actual point-of-sale data to 
show them how much of a beer we were sell¬ 
ing and how it compared to [our core beers]. 
We [were able to] do the marketing legwork 
for them and prove that people wanted that 
beer and then roll it out to retail.” 

“That’s why [the proposed new 
legislation] is so important for us 
when it comes to developing 
something new, finding the 
next popular thing, and stay¬ 
ing relevant,” says Graham. 
“[Great American Beer 
Festival Bronze medal-win¬ 
ning] Flavor Country is a 
good example of that. We 
spent the better part of a year 
recipe-testing through the tap- 
room, and basically we had an R&D 
pale ale. We had our customers fill out 
comment cards so that we can tweak it over 
time just based on preferences.” 

“Three or four years ago, if a brewery had 
gone to a wholesaler and said, ‘I have this 
new beer that looks like milk in a glass and 
it’s got hops in it and it tastes like juice,’ the 
wholesalers would have said, ‘Get the fuck 
outta here,”’ suggests DeBower of ABW. 
“But Northeast IPA came from consumer 
experience in a taproom, and consumer 
demand drove the distributor to wanna 
carry NEIPAs in a retail space. That barrier 
for innovation exists without being able to 
experiment with our market and have an 
opportunity to push it to-go from the tap- 
room. The data gives us confidence to scale 
up a beer and that’s what the distributors 
and the retailers want.” 

“[The wholesalers] are fighting so hard 
against something that will not affect them 
at all,” asserts Graham. “If every brewery in 
the state got to the maximum 5,000 barrels 
of taproom sales, that would still only be 
about 3.5 percent of all the total beer sales 
in Texas. It’s a power play from them to tell 
us they are in control and have been for a 
long time. 

“But I like to think of it in terms of this: 
If this were a movie, would we be the good 
guys or the bad guys? There is no scenario 
of this film where we’re not the good guys 
and they’re not the Empire, just trying to 
dominate the galaxy through the force. 
They probably think we’re rebel scum, and 
maybe we are, but that’s fine.” ■

Perpetual Disorientation 


EXPERIMENTAL RESPONSE CINEMA’S SCOTT STARK 
BIDS FAREWELL TO AUSTIN by Josh Kupecki 


There are many pleasures to derive from 
French filmmaker Robert Bresson’s seminal 
1975 book, Notes on the Cinematographer, 
but it’s his binary delineation of cinema that 
has always stayed with me. There are two 
types of films, he writes: “those that employ 
the resources of the theater (actors, direc¬ 
tion, etc....) and use the camera in order 
to reproduce; [and] those that employ the 
resources of cinematography and use the 
camera to create.” Austin filmmaker and pro¬ 
grammer Scott Stark has wholly embraced 
the latter. Co-founder of both Austin Film 


Society’s Avant Cinema series and 
Experimental Response Cinema, Stark has 
brought many cutting-edge visions to Austin, 
while his own work is concerned with 
manipulating and appropriating various 
found footage to examine the language of 
cinema. As Stark puts it, he’s “charging] 
the possibility of a pre-cinema experience, 
one that might have evolved had not narra¬ 
tive and commerce been cinema’s prevailing 
motivational forces.” 

No film of his better encapsulates his 
technique than his latest film, “Love and the 


Epiphanists,” the headliner in Austin Film 
Society’s showcase of Stark’s work on the 
eve of his permanent relocation to San 
Francisco. The filmmaker blends together 
repurposed Hollywood trailers with treatises 
on the River Thames and pigs to tell a 
postapocalyptic tale of Tonya and Shane, liv¬ 
ing in a world stricken by climate upheaval. 

Accompanying Stark’s new film is a curated 
trio of his early works: the ominous “Angel 
Beach”; the all-singing, all-kidnapping “Is It 
True What They Say”; and an often hilarious 
examination of celebrity activism in “More 
Than Meets the Eye: Remaking Jane Fonda.” 

Austin Chronicle: Well, I never thought I’d 
have to think about the George Clooney/ 
Nicole Kidman 1997 film The Peacemaker 
ever again, but here we are. Your use of recon¬ 
textualizing old film trailers and videos while 
inserting these discourses on various topics 
makes for a pretty heady and entertaining 
brew in “Love and the Epiphanists.” How did 
this epic come about? 

Scott Stark: Well, originally, I wrote a propos¬ 
al and got a grant from the Austin Film 
Society with a very specific narrative trajectory, 
but as I started working with it, I realized I 
had kind of backed myself into a corner. But 
then I realized I could bring in these other ele¬ 
ments that had ancillary relationships, like 
texts from romance novels and discussing the 
history of waste management, so once I real¬ 
ized I didn’t have to make it this fixed-narrative 
thing, it opened it up. 

This project started as an omnibus of 
things I wanted to talk about. [One] of the 


inspirations was this book by Edmund 
Russell called War and Nature, where he 
compares the U.S. government and military 
propaganda in World War I and World War II 
to post-1945 insecticide research and adver¬ 
tising. This idea of controlling populations, 
both human and otherwise, fascinated me, 
and it fit into this fledgling narrative that 
often drifts to the background. 

AC: And now you’re moving back to the Bay Area. 
SS: Well, my wife and I lived there for many 
years before moving to Texas, and it’s a place 
I still feel very rooted to. I found the commu¬ 
nity very supportive and very alive. It was 
a good place for me. I was finding my own 
voice. It’s been great being in Austin, and I 
think I helped create and establish a little bit 
of an experimental film community here, find¬ 
ing like-minded voices and people here. But I 
guess I kinda left my heart back there. 

AC: I can’t let you go without asking about the 
Jane Fonda film, in which you set up a TV and 
exercise to her videos in these public spaces 
as her words unfurl on the screen. When you 
were making that film, how much flak did you 
get from passersby? 

SS: Well, kind of the opposite. I think I want¬ 
ed to do that piece in places where I would 
provoke some sort of response. When you’re 
filming something, the camera is in the pro¬ 
cess of photographing, and [in] Hollywood 
movies, especially, and a lot of documenta¬ 
ries, you’re supposed to think the camera 
isn’t really there; we’re just voyeurs watching 
this whole thing invisibly. But I like the idea 
that the camera is in some way part of the 
process, and it’s causing some kind of ripple 
effect on the environment. I like the fact that 
me and this process aren’t invisible, we’re 
actually the reality of the space of what’s 
going on. That’s always been an interest of 
mine: meet the camera more. ■

Catherine Hardwicke Unloads With Miss Bala 

TWILIGHT DIRECTOR AND UT GRAD HEADS ACROSS 
THE BORDER FOR NEW FILM by Richard Whittaker 


Catherine Hardwicke is used to smashing through boundar¬ 
ies and expectations. As a director, the UT grad has taken 
on fantasy ( Twilight, Red Riding Hood), teen drama (Thirteen, 
Lords of Dogtown), and gritty crime drama (Low Winter Sun, 
Eyewitness); and now, with Miss Bala, she swings into the bur¬ 
geoning new wave of midbudget action dramas. Yet it also 
taps into the massively successful tide of narconovelas - 
shows like Las Muhecas de la Mafia and The Snitch Cartel 
that draw on the violent crimes and glamorous lifestyles of 
real-life drug lords and crime bosses. 

Miss Bala actually adapts an earlier film by the same name, 
a street-level crime flick that went on to be Mexico’s entry for 
the 2011 foreign language Oscar. The original was inspired by 
a real-life incident when Laura Zuniga, winner of 2008’s Miss 
Sinaloa pageant, was busted by the cops in a truck filled with 
suspected gang members, cash, and guns. When the produc¬ 
ers of the remake approached Hardwicke, she said, “They knew 
I was from the border of Texas, so they asked me, ‘Does this 
appeal to you?’ A kickass girl? Border identity issues? Yes!” 

In the 2011 version, Laura Guerrero (Stephanie Sigman) 
lives in Mexico; in this rewrite, Gloria (Gina Rodriguez) is 


Mexican-born but lives in Los Angeles, and her cross-border 
identity is a major component of how she is treated on both 
sides of the divide. That’s what binds her to gang boss Lino 
(Ismael Cruz Cordova), who has his own cross-border story. 
“They both have this identity issue,” said Hardwicke. ‘“Am I 
too gringo to be Mexican? Am I too Mexican to be gringo? 

I don’t speak fluent Spanish, I speak pocha Spanish.’” 

Hardwicke grew up seeing that kind of internal division. As 
a child and teen in McAllen, Texas, she said, “I would swim 
across the river and illegally enter a foreign country. ... So 
for me, I wanted to be able to shoot it in Mexico and to show 
the rich culture of Tijuana in a way we really hadn’t seen: 
the cool murals, the cutting-edge modern architecture - the 
beauty of Mexico.” 

But Hardwicke is aware that her border experience - drifting 
across the lazy Rio Grande from her family farm to the mid¬ 
size city of Reynosa - was very different from life between 
Tijuana and San Diego in Miss Bala, with residents of the two 
sprawling cities passing daily over the world’s busiest border 


crossing. Yet it was also a filmmaker’s dream. “Literally, you 
see the Mexican border, the wall, the ocean, you see this old 
bull ring - all these things are right there. That makes it this 
hotbed of what cartel or what entity controls that border.” ■

Ode to Remembrance 


They Shall Not Grow Old brings the horrors 
and humanity of World War I to life 


BY MARC SAVLOV 


War was hell. It still is, of course, but 
today’s endless wars feel simultaneously, 
paradoxically immediate via the 24-hour 
news cycle, and strangely distant, as if 
viewed through the pixelated lens of a 
drone hovering high above yet within the 
battlespace. Commissioned by the British 
Imperial War Museum and the BBC to com¬ 
memorate the November 2018 cente¬ 
nary of the end of World War I, Peter 
Jackson’s remarkably immediate 
and visceral documentary seeks to 
immerse the viewer in the banal and 
horrifying realities of “The Great War” 
and it succeeds on nearly every level 
imaginable. (Audiences will be thank¬ 
ful that Jackson and his crack team 
of restorationists were unable to 
restore the particular odors associ¬ 
ated with trench warfare, although 
the perpetual stench is briefly 
commented on.) 

They Shall Not Grow Old begins 
with a preface from the director, who 
explains that five years ago the Imperial War 
Museum approached him with some 600 
hours of raw, never-before-seen footage from 
the Western Front and asked him to craft a 
doc that would bring the war to end all wars 
to modern moviegoers in “a fresh and origi¬ 
nal way.” Jackson, a longtime World War I afi¬ 
cionado whose paternal grandfather enlisted, 
agreed to take on the Herculean task of 
restoring the original but highly degraded, 
herky-jerky, 14-frames-per-second footage. 


Paired with interviews with surviving British 
soldiers recorded in the 1960s and 1970s, 
the end result goes far beyond the simple 
colorization of moldering battlefield documen¬ 
tation. It restores the humanity of the com¬ 
batants, both the British and, surprisingly, the 
German. Ultimately, it’s a you-are-there time 
capsule of enormous emotional and histori¬ 
cal importance. 

Jackson edited the 600 hours of 
film he was given into a relatively 
narrow field of view, excluding aerial 
dogfights and other key aspects of 
the first mechanized war. Instead, he 
focuses exclusively on what it was 
like to be a common soldier caught 
up in a most uncommon conflict. As 
one unnamed interviewee says, the 
war began with men on horseback 
wielding sabers and ended with mus¬ 
tard gas and tanks. The voices of 
these long-gone soldiers recall (with 
stiff upper lips largely in place) the 
rats, the lice, the sodden winters, 
and the endless shelling, while the crisp, 
restored images no longer flicker in and out, 
ghostlike, but return vividly to life and in 3-D. 
Jackson’s aesthetic choice to bookend his 
film with 2-D, unrestored, black-and-white 
footage elicits gasps when the documentary 
proper begins and suddenly, for the first time 
since the Armistice, all’s palpably unquiet on 
the Western Front.

CAPERNAUM 

D: Nadine Labaki; with Zain Al Rafeea, Yordanos Shiferaw, 
Boluwatife Treasure Bankole, Kawthar Al Haddad, Fadi Kamel 
Youssef, Cedra Izam, Alaa Chouchnieh.

Drama can rarely afford to be as brutal 
as real life. After all, cinema is a place of 
escape, of controlled carnage, of real-life mis¬ 
ery filtered through the lens of narrative. Yet 
Capernaum is as close to unfiltered truth as 
the screen or the audience can handle. Set 
in the slums of Beirut, it is an eye-opening 
insight into life at the frayed fringes of a soci¬ 
ety that seems seconds from unraveling. 

Zain (Al Rafeea) knows nothing but this 
chaos - the word being not just the trans¬ 
lated title, but his state of being. Not yet a 
teen, he is the eldest son of a ne’er-do-well 
family. Since his shiftless father (Youssef) 
and bullying mother (Al Haddad) are disin¬ 
terested in anything like parenting, he does 
what he must to survive: wrangling his 
siblings, trying to keep his beloved eldest 
sister Sahar (Izam) from the perils of puberty, 
selling juice and Chiclets on the street cor¬ 
ner. His life of hard slog and petty crime is 
balanced only by his incredible compassion, 
which fate pushes away from his family and 
onto Rahil (Shiferaw), an undocumented 
amusement park cleaner who hides her 
infant son Yonas (Bankole) in a laundry bag 
while she works multiple jobs. 

Capernaum is both pointedly brutal and 
brutally pointed. Every conceivable misery 
strikes Zain and all those around him. His 
anger at this cosmic cruelty is explored when 
it is revealed that his story is all a flashback, 
and he is, in fact, in court, suing his parents 
for the crime of ever having sired him at all. 
It’s an operatic moment that could seem 
preposterous in such a naturalized setting; 
but after observing his life, it’s hard not to 
imagine a smart, sensitive, yet street-tough 
kid like him railing against his very existence. 

Is Zain doomed? By the midpoint of his tra¬ 
vails, it seems like there is nothing close to 
a happy end for him that is even conceivable 
(at least the cramped and disgusting prison 
in which he is housed means a couple of 
square meals a day, while juvie is positively 


idyllic with actual beds and a TV). That’s 
where Capernaum’s grinding honesty almost 
becomes too much to bear, as Zain endures 
and endures and endures, all the while 
keeping some sense of right and wrong. His 
urge to be a big brother, whether to Sahar or 
Yonas, places him on a moral plateau above 
every adult within earshot - save maybe for 
Rahil, who at least tries to care. 

It’s a harsh road, and that harshness can 
be grinding; so when Zain finally snaps, it’s 
after sins by supposed grownups so disgust¬ 
ing and terrible that lashing out becomes a 
moral act. Labaki does not relish the discom¬ 
fort of the audience, but she is so successful 
in invoking it that it can be hard to endure. It 
is as if she is challenging us: If Zain has no 
easy way out, why should we? 

Yet there is so much to learn in this wide¬ 
screen verite world. The actors bring their 
truths that color every frame: Al Rafeea is 
a real Syrian migrant (there’s a subtle joke 
about his accent that only really works within 
that context) who channels his own pains 
and experiences into a heart-wrenching per¬ 
formance, while Ethiopian national Shiferaw 
was almost deported midshoot. Labaki’s 
extraordinary empathy for the dispossessed 
and the underdogs and her compassionate 
rage at the system that has put them all 
where they are evokes both Ken Loach at 
his most trenchant (think /, Daniel Blake or 
Cathy Come Home) and Hirokazu Kore-eda 
(Shoplifters ). It’s a hard road to travel, yes, 
but Labaki makes you want to squeeze into 
Zain’s shoes, if just for a couple of hours.

MISS BALA 

D: Catherine Hardwicke; with Gina Rodriguez, Cristina Rodlo, 
Ismael Cruz Cordova, Ricardo Abarca, Matt Lauria, Anthony Mackie. 
(PG-13,104 min.) 

Catherine Hardwicke is likely best known as 
the director of the first Twilight movie, but she 
cut her teeth in Hollywood production design 
(Tank Girl, Vanilla Sky), and before that she 
majored in architecture at UT. Her latest film, 
Miss Bala, has a similarly obscured history. 

It’s a “remake” of a 2011 Mexican drama 
(which was based on a real-life story) and the 
major difference between the first Miss Bala 
and this Miss Bala is that the main character, 
Gloria (Rodriguez, Jane the Virgin), has a bit 
more agency - oh, hello, 2019. She’s working 
in L.A. as a makeup artist, a regular every- 
woman eating shit at work like the rest of us 
and feeling pretty insignificant against the 
day-to-day shuffle. A weekend trip to Tijuana, 
her hometown, to help her friend Suzu 
(Rodlo) prepare for the Miss Baja California 
beauty pageant changes all that. The women 
are separated after witnessing a shooting 
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in a nightclub, and Gloria is kidnapped by 
the leader of a cartel, Lino (Cordova), who 
promises to help get her friend back if she 
does a few things for him. NBD, right? As you 
may have guessed, things don’t exactly go as 
planned, and Gloria is (literally) caught in the 
cross-fire between gang members and law 
enforcement. Meanwhile, she’s determined 
to find her friend. Whatever it takes. 

Hardwicke has a way of telling stories that 
morph borderline sociopaths into charmers: 
I’m thinking specifically of mopey vampire 
Edward, but even Thirteen’ s Evie qualifies, 
and Lino fits right in with that bunch. He’s 
a very bad man, but he’s characterized in a 
way that is a little too humanizing for comfort 
- he’s well-spoken and handsome and down¬ 
right gentlemanly with Gloria (in a way that 
detracts from any sense of authenticity). At 
one point, he tells his associate not to grab 
her by the arm (although he was doing the 
same exact thing a few scenes before) and 
that’s how we know he “respects” women - 
except we know he doesn’t; it’s just this one, 
so she must be special. 

As things are chugging along, it feels 
fairy tale-esque, like Beauty and the Beast 
crossed with a telenovela. Yet there’s this 
very real-world cynicism that wants to show 
us that the drug bosses are just as dirty as 
the cops, and we’re all guilty of perpetuating 
violence against innocents (on that note, 
quit buying cocaine already). With thriller pac¬ 
ing and the aerial shots of a generic action 
film, Miss Bala is a ride. There are times 
when it’s funny. There are also times when it 
beats you over the head with context clues. 
When the action ramps up, the over-the-top 
music score seems to stomp its foot and 
say, “Something is hap-pen-ing!” Certain 
plot points are overemphasized. It veers 
toward parody. But it’s also satisfying to see 
the outcome. At the beginning of the film, 
Rodriguez comes to the role with hints of 
Jane the Virgin’s naivete and her 1,000-watt 
smile. She constantly has to make choices, 
and some of them are kinda repulsive. It’s 
interesting that “I only do what I have to do 
to survive” is a phrase used by Lino the drug 
lord, yet it keeps being applied to Gloria. As 
if that makes it okay. Yet that’s when the film 
achieves the closest thing to verisimilitude: 
It’s complicated.

A businessman goes away for the week 
and hires a prostitute. He thinks he knows 
what he wants, thinks it’s so extreme and 
hardcore, but it turns out she’s even kinkier 
than him. How far is he prepared to go? 

It seems like a fairly predictable story, but 
when his far-from-vanilla taste involves mur¬ 
der and she’s into self-mutilation, that’s a 
fast track to unexpected places. 

As adapted by director Pesce from the 
novel of the same name by Japanese master 


of transgression Ryu Murakami (Audition), 
this claustrophobic, psychosexual meltdown 
is transferred and translated from Tokyo to 
an abstract Western city - the architecture 
pointedly artificial, the interiors that kind of 
utilitarian abstraction of design that only a 
hotel can achieve. It’s no-when and every¬ 
place as Reed (Abbott) waits for Jackie 
(Wasikowska), rehearsing his lines and prep- 
ping his murder kit. A dash of the Son of 
Sam’s madness mixed with the innocuous 
charm of Ted Bundy appears as he play-acts 
what he believes - or hopes - will be a mur¬ 
der that will somehow placate his impulses 
(in one of the film’s best moments of dark 
humor, Pesce overdubs his dry run with 
splattering and saw sounds that leave little 
to the twisted imagination). 

Reed’s motivations are clear from moment 
one, and it’s an intriguing subversion of clas¬ 
sic slasher tropes that it’s the victim, not the 
killer, who is hard to read. Yet that’s because 
everything is retold from his perspective: 
Wasikowska’s Jackie, in her expensive lin¬ 
gerie and fur coat, is his dream girl until he 
starts losing control of the scenario. His 
grasp on reality is as slippery as an ice pick 
covered in blood, so it’s hard to tell if what 
she says is real or just his self-justifying 
fantasies. However, Pesce (who previously 
explored a female killer’s psyche in The Eyes 
of My Mother) is not afraid of female violence 
either, so when the latex glove is finally on 
the other hand and Jackie starts to control 
the narrative and the passion, then it’s a 
hard right turn into competing pathologies. 

Pushing the concepts of consensual BDSM 
to their very furthest extremes, Pesce’s curi¬ 
ous, stylized, and perversely erotic romance 
will inevitably make the audience flinch. 
Melding underground horror with arthouse 
intimacy, rarely has the question “Can these 
crazy kids make it work?” had a more per¬ 
turbing answer. No one gets out of here 
without a few scars: But then again, maybe 
that’s what they really want.

They say every filmmaker 
is a frustrated actor, but Will 
Rimmer was quite happy to 
stay behind the camera before 
he became one of the leads 
for Love Radio, a new web series shot in Austin’s KOOP radio studios. 

If there’s a crew job on an Austin set, Rimmer has done it; assistant director on 
Rooster Teeth’s Day 5 and Facebook’s Skam Austin, co-producer on Found Footage 3D, 
and director of his own series, Segway-tour comedy Segs. So it was no surprise when 
writer-director Jeremy Mohler asked him to help produce Love Radio, his new show 
about a local radio station with Austin Amelio (Fear the Walking Dead’s Dwight) as 
Chad, a DJ seemingly doomed to play mawkish MOR forever. 

The two knew each other from the Austin film scene, and had both worked on the crew 
of Richard Linklater’s Everybody Wants Some!! After the shoot, they stayed in contact 
with other members of the cast and crew, including Amelio (who played the mysterious 
southpaw pitcher Nesbit), and started calling them when Love Radio really began rocking. 
Rimmer said, “Everybody was super-down to make a little passion project.” 

Rimmer thought he was just going to produce, but Mohler was still looking for someone 
to play Harry, Chad’s overenthusiastic nemesis who wants the older DJ’s prime time slot. 
Rimmer said, “We auditioned a few people, and Jeremy kept coming up to me and saying, 
‘Man, I just keep seeing you as Harry.’ Through his early determination of trying to make 
me play that character, I finally gave in.” Not that he doesn’t have a couple of regrets 
about moving from crew to cast: “When I look at the haircut they gave my character ....”

Or, 
better yet, just skip this disappointing denouement alto¬ 
gether. Set mostly in a forbidding, Victorian-era psychiatric 
facility, it reunites sorta-supermensch David Dunn (Willis) 
with the physically frail mad-genius villain Mr. Glass 
(Jackson), and then adds dissociatively disordered “The 
Horde,” aka Kevin Wendell Crumb (McAvoy), into the often 
bewildering proceedings. Dr.-of-something-or-other Ellie 
Staple (Paulson) has somehow corralled these somewhat 
super-people into shackles with the stated aim of convinc¬ 
ing them that they’re all simply delusional. Shyamalan’s 
meta-conversation with a superhero-saturated audience 
is hobbled by the director’s tendency to overthink his own 
ideas and expound upon them, via his characters, to the 
point of no return.

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Nicole Kidman, Still To Die For 

HOW THE AUSTRALIAN A-LISTER STAYS TRUE 
TO HER INDIE ROOTS by Britt Hayes 


For many A-list actors, blockbuster fran¬ 
chises and hit TV shows are their bread and 
butter, while starring in smaller indies and 
darker thrillers is seen as taking a risk. For 
Nicole Kidman, the inverse is true. In the 
midst of an acclaimed career that spans over 
30 years, numerous awards, and twice as 
many nominations, Kidman’s roles in HBO’s 
Big Little Lies and the billion-dollar-grossing 
Aquaman seemed like a huge risk for an 
actress whose collaborators have included 
visionaries like Jane Campion, 

Lars von Trier, Baz 
Luhrmann, and the late 
Stanley Kubrick - to name 
but a few. It wasn’t always this 
way for Kidman, who delivered 
a fascinating double-header in 
1995 with roles in Batman Forever and To Die 
For - the latter of which kicks off the Alamo 
Drafthouse’s monthlong Kidman career retro¬ 
spective at the Ritz on February 4. 

Gus Van Sant’s dark crime comedy marked 
a turning point in the career of Kidman, com¬ 
pleting a femme fatale trilogy of sorts preced¬ 
ed by a pair of memorable thrillers: the 1989 
Australian psycho-thriller Dead Calm (screen¬ 
ing Feb. 18) and the seedy 1993 medical mal¬ 
practice neo-noir Malice (Feb. 23). Van Sant’s 
film was a fitting conclusion to this chapter in 


Kidman’s career, simultaneously turning the 
page to a new era in which she would come 
to be defined by challenging roles that often 
defied genre and expectations. Based on 
Joyce Maynard’s novel of the same name, 

To Die For starred Kidman as Suzanne Stone, 
a local weather reporter with dreams of 
becoming a world-renowned television journal¬ 
ist. With her pastel dress suits, meticulously 
curated appearance, platinum hair, and a 
career-minded tenacity that borders on zeal¬ 
ous, Suzanne epitomizes 
blonde ambition. After working 
her way up from part-time 
secretary to full-time weather 
reporter, the only thing standing 
in between Suzanne and her 
dreams is a husband (Matt 
Dillon) who wants her to give them up to 
become a conventional housewife and mother. 
And so Suzanne does the only sensible thing: 
She seduces a high school burnout named 
Jimmy (Joaquin Phoenix, in a role that simi¬ 
larly marked a turning point in his career) and 
his two pals to murder her husband. 

Through interviews Suzanne conducts with 
the teens for a TV documentary, Van Sant 
employs a cinema verite style that allows 
Kidman to transcend the limitations of the 
traditional narrative format. As Suzanne, she

effortlessly vacillates between flirtatious and 
sultry, vivacious and manic, ambitious and 
ruthless, divine and deadly - the ultimate 
femme fatale. But Kidman also displays a 
mastery of her relationship with the camera, 
playing to it and with it in a way that becomes 
almost sublimely metatextual: She superficially 
preens to the studio cameras while delivering 
evening weather reports, cognizant - but never 
apparently aware - of Van Sant’s camera 
beyond the “camera.” Her performance echoes 
through Jimmy’s naive eyes as she speaks 
from behind the lens, consciously manipulat¬ 
ing him as both subject and sexual prey. 
Kidman’s fierce depiction of Suzanne’s near- 
banal complexity when the cameras are “off” 


in the traditional narrative sequences ties 
everything together perfectly. 

More than a mere narcissistic opportunist, 
Suzanne is ambitious, committed to her craft, 
and ultimately unpredictable - someone who 
isn’t all that different from Kidman herself, in 
a sense. In short order, Kidman followed To 
Die For with a formidable series of roles in 
films like Eyes Wide Shut, Moulin Rouge!, and 
Dogville, solidifying her as an actress prone 
to taking risks in an industry that increasingly 
does not. Perhaps the only predictable aspect 
of her career is that she consistently takes 
roles that challenge both herself and the 
viewer, as well as the viewer’s perception of 
Kidman as an actress. ■

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I'm Just Not Into Labels 


Relocating from Nashville, independent 
music distributor CD Baby imports its annu¬ 
al gathering to Austin for the next two years. 

The DIY Musician Conference promises 
three days of practical artist education 
Aug. 16-18. 

“At other conferences I go to, the biggest 
problem is industry people just talking to 
the industry,” shares CD Baby Marketing VP 
Kevin Breuner. “They’re not giving informa¬ 
tion specific to helping artists move their 
careers to the next level, like how you get a 
manager or book your own tour.” 

Breuner jokes that the 20-year-old brand 
now abbreviates “Completely Digital” Baby. 
After making its name as a go-to online CD 
store, the Portland-based company success¬ 
fully pivoted to digital music distribution. 
Exclusive deals with Spotify and Apple 
Music boosted the platform’s artists, who 
earned over $100 million last year. That rep¬ 
resented a 25% increase from 2017. 

Their DMC convergence previously pulled a 
majority out-of-state audience, tapping local 
recording studios, businesses, and artists for 
programming activities. Further details com¬ 
ing in April, the Austin weekend lands at the 
Downtown Hilton Austin with evening perfor¬ 
mances at Cheer Up Charlies. 

Representing Gibson guitars at California’s 
sprawling NAMM Show, local performer Gina 
Chavez phones in to describe CD Baby as 
“an extra team member” helping navigate 
streaming. The bilingual local’s career track 
includes an NPR Tiny Desk performance and 
tours as a U.S. State Department cultural 
ambassador, all endeavored without a label 
or management. 

“I don’t see [streaming] as income, but 
more as engagement,” says Chavez. “If a fan 
is on Spotify, they should be able to listen 
to me on Spotify, because that provides a 
longer-term relationship.” 

San Antonio hip-hop trio Third Root splits 
its upcoming album, Trill Pedagogy, into 


four EPs in an “experiment” to boost online 
traffic, which they track on CD Baby and 
additional platforms like Bandcamp. Known 
onstage as Easy Lee, MC/poet/educator 
Charles Peters describes the bite-sized out¬ 
puts as “this continuous promotion leading 
to a big vinyl piece” in March. Both Peters 
and Chavez sold physical copies on CD Baby 
in the early Aughts, making the platform a 
natural choice over other popular distributors 
like DistroKid and TuneCore. 

Last year, local duo Mikaela Kahn and 
Jordan Burchill responded to an Instagram 
post by cineaste Spike Lee requesting song 
submissions from independent artists. The 
folk-pop duo’s debut single, “Lion Eyes,” 
ended up in the acclaimed director’s Oscar- 
nominated BlacKkKIansman. Without a label, 
Kahn says navigating the legal details of 
mainstream film placement proved “really 
confusing.” They use CD Baby’s add-on Pro 
Publishing services to collect international 
royalties for the song. 

“We both went to a great music school, but 
I wish they would talk more about monetiz¬ 
ing your work,” admits Burchill, a University 
of North Texas alumnus. “Now, we’re doing 
research and figuring it out on the fly.” 


Sidewinder Benched, 
Beerland in for SXSW 

Last week, a Downtown Commission 

meeting updated long-running efforts to 
enclose an alley in the Downtown Red River 
Cultural District (revisit “City on the Fence 
Regarding Red River’s Homeless Problem,” Jan. 
25). The fate of neighboring, now-shuttered 
venue Sidewinder also waits on the alley plan¬ 
ning process. Next door, punk hovel Beerland 
returns as an official South by Southwest 
showcaser after many years as an unofficial 
venue, citing relaxed rules as incentive to join. 

The former’s 715 Red River locale, once 
home to the Red Eyed Fly, is listed for 
lease by Capital Leasing, Management & 
Sales. According to VP Ron Meyeres, the 
city requires installation of another emer¬ 
gency exit to the ex-Sidewinder before the 
outdoor space can function. He says con¬ 
struction permits depend on the alley project 
and coordination with future Waller Creek 
development. 

“It’s just a mess,” says Meyeres. “We can’t 
get the maximum use out of the building as a 
live music venue until we get a secondary exit.” 

While Elysium owner John Wickham no 

longer counts involvement with the property, 
Meyeres is in talks with a group of local 
venue owners “seriously considering” leas- 


While the world ogled new Fyre Festival 
footage, local Nineties heroes Fastball found 
themselves at the center of a different music 
industry scam bonanza. Band manage¬ 
ment revealed that crowdfunding service 
PledgeMusic owed them over $20,000, 
prompting an outpouring of high-dollar com¬ 
plaints from other artists against the service. 
The unpaid earnings stemmed from a cam¬ 
paign supporting the 20th anniversary reissue 
All the Pain Money Can Buy, including smash 
hit “The Way.” 

Fastball manager Peter Wark says 
PledgeMusic coughed up $10,000 following 
major bad press, including a Billboard ex pose. 

“[PledgeMusic] was taking other artists’ 
money and spending it on salaries and offices 
and other things,” elaborates Wark. “They 
should have had two very separate bank 
accounts. It’s a bit of a Ponzi scheme.” 

Fastball singer/guitarist/co-frontman Miles 
Zuniga is mostly glad fans received their 
pledge products on time, including T-shirts 
and vinyl the band went out of pocket for. 
Though he admits the missing funds would 
help fund a publicist for an upcoming LP, 
counting money isn’t his gig. 

“I’m a lifer,” explains Zuniga of his varied 
music career. “I’m not good at anything else, 
so it wouldn’t matter. We had one record that 
was super huge, but you never know what’s 
going to happen. That’s what makes this job 
fun. It’s not like being an accountant.”

gets up to code. Until then, the bar operates 
on a 200-person inside capacity with just 49 
allowed outside. 

“It just kills me that we can’t have [the 
building] open for South by Southwest,” adds 
Meyeres, whose firm owns and operates East 
Seventh Street event space Ironwood Hall.

Alongside the loss of Sidewinder’s two 
stages, Beerland head Richard Lynn says 
SXSW representatives “have been much 
more accommodating and flexible” about 
programming, prompting their addition as 
an official 2019 venue. Beerland founders 
Randall and Donya Stockton maintained 
unofficial status for many years before selling 
the storied space to Lynn last year.

A Home Is Not 
a House 

Homegrown house music clings to the 
African-American community that birthed it

This past November, the North Door 
hosted house music history. A more elec¬ 
tronic and minimalist offshoot of the disco 
revolution preceding it, the genre counts 
among its late-Eighties pioneers Chicago’s 
Ron Trent, who debuted in Austin playing a 
three-hour set showcasing his deeply soul¬ 
ful style. Local dance community purveyors 
hadn’t witnessed such a master class since 
house originator Frankie Knuckles graced 
the DJ booth at Kingdom in 2013. 

For Trent, diversity ruled the venue 
floor. Typically, crowds in Austin are pre¬ 
dominantly white and the sound reflects 
that in mechanical tech house, Burning 
Man-style hippie EDM bangers, and dun¬ 
geon techno. By contrast, the visiting 
Windy City purveyor still shatters the ste¬ 
reotypes of electronic music, employing 
live instrumentation, vocals ranging from 
gospel to spoken word, and jazzy drums 
that skitter all around four-on-the-floor 
kick drums. 

And like the majority of modern American 
music, the genre originated in the African- 
American community. 


That can be a tough subject to address, 
but also a valid one in Austin’s small black 
house music community. DJ Shani Hebert 
- who is a woman of color, a Chicago native, 
and opened for Trent’s show on E. Fifth - 
attended her first rave on her 17th birthday 
in 1995 and followed up by sneaking into 
clubs and hosting a college radio show on 
Loyola’s WLUW called The Groove Temple. 
Moving to Austin in 2010 from a city that’s 
32% black and where streets are named 
after house music legends, she was shocked 
by the size of Austin’s scene. 

“I play the black side of electronic music, 
or the electronic side of black music, depend¬ 
ing on how you take it,” she says. “When I 
got to Austin, I would go to these black par¬ 
ties and it’d always be hip-hop, R&B, and 
trap. I don’t really connect with that.” 

In her hometown, house music remains a 
given. People debate its origins, but not the 
club that birthed it. Helmed by Frankie 
Knuckles, who’s credited with evolving 
Seventies dance music into hard-hitting- 
but-expressive electronic music, the 
Warehouse (1977-83) prompted patrons into 


area record stores to ask for music featured 
at the club - “house” music. In the mid- 
Eighties, the style morphed into dozens of 
subgenres, while spreading internationally 
and paving the way for today’s mainstream 
EDM culture. 

In Austin, this style of house music flour¬ 
ished behind Jamon Jaleki Horne, aka 
J.A.M.O.N., who lost a battle with cancer in 
2017. A veteran of almost every club in town, 
his import to the scene prompted Mayor 
Steve Adler to proclaim Oct. 19 as “J.A.M.O.N. 
‘Godfather of Austin House’ Day.” 

“Jamon was the first ATX DJ to make me 
feel welcomed,” says Hebert. “He had such 
a great spirit when it came to the craft of 
DJing. When someone as amazing as he 
transitions, we have to keep the torch lit of 
deep house. He’d have it no other way.” 

Despite Horne’s success, his style of deep 
Chicago house countered 
Austin’s overall ethos for 
the format, which bends 
toward weirder, psyche¬ 
delic sounds. The huge 
crossover between 
Burning Man EDM and 
dance music in commu¬ 
nities such as Cherry Cola 
Dog makes for a perfect 
example. Ear eclipsing 
jazzier Chicago styles in 
popularity, modern house 
music mostly eschews its 
Midwestern roots. 

“I don’t think people 
are exposed to [classic house] at all,” offers 
Hebert. “It’s not just bleeps and bloops and 
big drops. You can have just drums, and not 
dubstep drums, but drums that are Latin, 
jazzy, African. Then you slap a vocal on it. 
It’s a wrap.” 

Because house evolved so expansively, 
genre lines blur even amongst DJs. For 
starters, the word “underground” retains no 
meaning at all. One man’s house is another 
man’s techno, and EDM has become a 
catchall for anything with a drum machine. 
In the black community, those misconcep¬ 
tions are no different. 

“House always had a bad connotation,” 
posits Charles Moon (aka Charles Mxxn), a 
DJ whose collective Thank You for Sweating 
throws DIY events combining dance music 
and hip-hop and draws diverse crowds. 
“Now it’s transitioning. Hip-hop and R&B 
are starting to have elements of house.” 

“Growing up, I liked house music and 
techno and Daft Punk,” says Stefon Osae, 
who DJs as part of Nu Wave, a group that, 
like Thank You for Sweating, incorporates 
house into other styles of black music. “It’s 
been generalized as a white people thing, 
but back in the day, it started from black 
people branching out from disco.” 

“If you like house music, you like hip- 
hop, but if you like hip-hop, you don’t nec¬ 
essarily like house music,” says Q Davidson, 
who performs as DJ Q. 

Part of the problem is exposure. Whereas 
hip-hop, funk, and soul come well-repre¬ 
sented on radio, you won’t find much 
house music. 

“We need a station that can actually cater 


to hip-hop, electro, house, all in one,” says 
Toren Morrison, yet another black house DJ 
who plays the sound of Chicago. “We don’t 
have that here in Austin.” 

Up north, classic house tracks pump out 
of car stereos. 

“I went to Chicago a few years ago and 
was downtown when this Cadillac rolled 
up,” recounts Thurman Jackson Jr., another 
longtime Austin house DJ. “It was all candy 
painted. They were blasting Cajual Records. 
I was just frozen looking at them.” 

Asked about the challenges to building a 
local African-American house music com¬ 
munity, responses most often elicited a 
laugh, followed by a schooling in demo¬ 
graphics and gentrification. 

“What is [Austin’s] population, a mil¬ 
lion?” shrugs Davidson. “We’re eight per¬ 
cent? That’s 80,000 people. Out of that, how 
many of them grew up 
with house music?” 

“I own a moving com¬ 
pany, and every week I 
move a black family out 
of Austin. They’re saying 
it’s the taxes, the rent, 
nobody will give us a job 
on the west side of 1-35,” 
says Morrison. 

“House music is 
community-oriented,” 
states Keyheira Keys, 
who manages artists 
and works as a pro¬ 
gram development 
manager with cultural preservation non¬ 
profit Six Square. “Because the black 
community is shrinking so much, it’s hard 
to have viable visibility.” 

And beyond pure numbers, geography also 
becomes an issue, points out Vincent Banks. 
As DJ R.O.C.K.M.A.N., he organizes a quarter¬ 
ly party at Plush called Blaximum Overdrive, 
featuring DJs of color playing all genres. 
Banks also helms the Friday Night Get Down 
at Dozen Street, a venue with a special appeal 
to Austin’s black community. Unfortunately, 
that space remains one of the few. 

“It’s hard to have an all-black DJ scene 
because of gentrification,” he says. “It’s 
hard to pull people of color into Downtown. 
If you get that, it’s going to be in Pflugerville 
or Round Rock.” 

“One thing I like about Dozen Street,” 
relates Christian D. Nelson, who produces 
and DJs as Khris Paradise, “is that every¬ 
one’s willing to talk. Everyone’s having a 
good time. It’s the music, it’s the environ¬ 
ment, it’s the people.” 

“If I were to throw a house music event, it 
would be at Sahara [Lounge],” says Keys. 
“That’s an example of creative place keeping.” 

The space opened its doors in 1962 as 
Lincoln Drive In, operated as TC’s Lounge 
for 33 years, then transitioned to Sahara in 
2011, but it aims to maintain much of the 
original character as owned, in part, by 
Golden Dawn Arkestra’s Topaz McGarrigle. 

“There are safe spaces in Austin, but I 
find there aren’t spaces that are intention¬ 
ally for people of color,” says Anita Obasi, 
who founded the Unbounded Agency to 
help organize events for people of color and

the LGBTQ community. “Honestly, it’s not 
even just dance music. It’s also hip-hop, 
unless a commercial artist is coming into 
town. It pales in comparison to other metro¬ 
politan cities, even in Texas.” 

Marketing to Chicago house connois¬ 
seurs remains a challenge in that much of 
the demographic now prioritizes more adult 
endeavors. Given the style’s roots in the 
late Eighties and early Nineties, several DJs 
interviewed herein are over 40. Legends of 
the genre command huge fees, but their 
audience can be hard to reach. 

“When the opportunity to book Frankie 
Knuckles came up, we did whatever we 
could do to make it happen,” says Ian Orth, 
marketing director at Margin Walker 
Presents and the promoter behind Learning 
Secrets parties. “The crowd was very mixed, 
but primarily older. A lot of people emailing 
about tickets were former Austinites who 
live in San Antonio. It’s just a completely 
different universe from a marketing per¬ 
spective. It was people we’d never sold a 
ticket to before.” 

Even outlets that do market specifically 
to black audiences have difficulty promot¬ 
ing dance music. DJ Shani lists her events 
on Soulciti.com, a local African-American 
community culture site, but they’re outliers 
on the calendar. 

“It’s very rare to see dance music,” says 
Monae Miller, a music writer for the site. “A 
lot of the black community are confused 
when it comes to EDM or house music. I do 
see the gay African-American community 
gravitating toward it, but most of the other 
events are R&B and hip-hop.” 


“That sometimes can be a barrier, the 
assumption that it’s only for gay people,” 
says DJ Shani. 

“In African-American discourse, there’s 
definitely disdain on homosexuality,” says 
Obasi. “There’s homophobia for sure, but 
I’ve never experienced homophobia in a 
dance space.” 

“It started out in the gay community, but 
now it’s worldwide for everyone,” says 
Brian Adams, who DJs as Knos and orga¬ 
nizes monthly house music party Midwest 
Sessions at Plush. 

“I like the idea that these distinctions 
dissolve when you come in the door, that 
we can fit under one house,” says Brett 
Johnson, a veteran Austin house DJ who 
hosts the weekly Secret Garden party at Ah 
Sing Den, which counts nearly every DJ 
quoted in this article as a guest. 

Despite roots in any one culture, dance 
music’s overall purpose is to bring people 
together under one groove. 

“Every black person I tell that I throw an 
annual black history month party, their 
faces light up, even if they don’t know a lot 
about house,” says Hebert. The music may 
have been born in a certain tribe, but it’s 
an art form that builds bridges, not walls, 
among the African-American community 
and beyond. 

She sums up that idea in four simple 
words: “Music is fucking music.” ■
